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LAUGHING AT SACKVILLE 


‘THE INDISCREET BENVOY A 
SUBJECT OF RIDIOULE. 
‘HIS EARLY DEPARTURE FROM THE COUN- 

TRY BEYOND DOUBT—THE LATEST 
REPUBLICAN TRICK A FLAT FAILURE. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—That the United 
States Government has taken such steps as will 
certainly result in the retirement of Lord Sack- 
ville from his office as British Minister is beyond 
doubt. This is about the only statement con- 
cerning the outcome of Lord Sackville’s unwar- 
ranted and impertinent meddling in the pend- 
ing political canvass that can be made on posi- 
tive autherity here. In all other particulars 
everybody conversant with the facts maintains 
a discreet and studied silence or speaks evasive- 
ly. Secretary Bayard went to his home in 
Delaware yesterday afternoon, to remain 
ever Sunday, possibly. to get out of 
reach of the newspaper correspondents and 
oth~ 1anxious inquirers who have been trying 
to keep posted on the details of the present 
very Unusual situation. Assistant Secretary 
Rives and one or two other State Department 
fiicers who know what messages have been 
sent to London have also disappeared. The 
few informed persons who are left could hardly 
say lessif they had received positive instruc- 
tions not to talk about the Sackville ineident. 
But, in spite of the disinclination on the part of 
the authorities to talk, there is still every 
reason to believe that this Government 


has not yet made any formal de- 
mand upon the British Government for 
the recall of Lord Sackville. It has not gone so 
far, the simple reason being that it expects to 
Bee the British Minister take his leave without 
putting tbe United States to the necessity of 
imaking such a demand. It is known that in 
high Government circles the opinion is held 
that after the plain facts of the Minister’s cor- 
respondenee with the undiscovered Murchison 
have been laid before her Majesty’s Gevern- 
ment only one course will be open to thé British 
authorities, and that will be to call 
Lord Sackville home. It is thought by 
some that Lord Salisbury may pos- 
sibly permit Lord Sackville to resign 
in consideration of the fact that he had served 
his*Government more than 40 years before mak- 
ing such a colossal blunder. But that weuld be 
simply @ more considerate way of ordering his 
recall, and the result would bethe same. The 
piain facts are now in Lord Salisbury’s posses- 
sion, and the American authorities confidently 
uwait tbe inevitable retirement of Lord Sack- 
Ville that must follow. f 

Lord Salisbury has not had to rely upon the 
American Minister to England for his informa- 
tion concerning Lord Sackville’s stupid biunder. 
Numerous dispatches have passed between the 
British Foreign Oftice in London and the British 
Legation in Washington, and the British Min- 
ister has had ample opportunity to send on his 
Own slaiement with explanations. Lord Sack- 
ville and his staff are as guarded in their con- 
Versation as the State Department people, and 
no information regarding these cablegrams is 
given outatthe legation. It is asserted, and 
the report finds many believers, that one of 
Lord Salisbury’s dispatches found fault 
with the Minister in very pointed terms. No 
good authority can be found for this story, and 
in diplomatic circles itis generally discredited. 
Sueh a reprimand, it is said, would not come 
until it was accompanied by an order for the 
Mivister to return to England ora demand for 
his resiguation, If a dispatch of this nature has 
been recelved to-day it has been very success- 
tuily kept out of sight. 

Probably not the least painful outcome of 
Lord Sackville’s indiscretion, so tar as the Min- 
ister himself is concerned, is the fact that he 
has made himself the laughing-stock of the 
diplomatic corps. Common courtesy and diplo- 
Inatic etiquette compel the members of other 
foreign legations to refrain from commenting 
upou Lord Sackville’s situation, but there is 
ample evidence thatin private diplomatic cir- 
cles the unfortunate Minister is ridiculed with- 
out stint or mercy. The youngest member of 
the youngest iegation feels sure that he never 
would have been cuught by such a tramsparent 
device asthe Murchison letter, and he has hia 
own opinion of the experienced diplomatist 
who walked into the trap. 

Itis upon this element of ridicule that the 
few Demoeratic puliticians now in Washington 
rely in large measure to break what little infiu- 
ence Lord Sackville’s letter might otherwise 
have upon Irish-American voters. They have 
pot felt from the start that such a thin trick 
would ‘* Burchardize” any appreciable number 
of Mr. Cleveland’s supporters, but now that the 
whole country is lauguing at both the trick aud 
the Minister, they regard the effect upon the 
voters as nil Lord Sackville, they say, is the 
only victim of the Republican plot to kill Cleve- 
land, and then they join everybody else 
in laughing at the victim, for whom 
tuey express no sympathy. Reports that have 
come to Washington from various parts of the 
country show that asimilar view is taken else- 
where, and that the Irish voter whois laughing 
atthe way the British Mim ster was * taken 
in” is not to be influenced by the man who ex- 
cites his ridicule. That the Republicans recog- 
nize the power of ridicule to destroy thefhoped- 
foretfect of their campaign trick, is evident 
from the hard efforts they are making to treat 
the letter as a very serious thing. But the 
average Republican begins to laugh himself 
when he talks abont Lord Sackville’s Murchison 
correspondence, while he rarely has the face to 
assert that the mythical Murchison. was really 
an honest and earnest seeker after advice as to 
how to cast his ballot next week. 

So contazieus ix the laughter and ridicule, and 
80 fatal to the desired effect upon the yuters, 
that the Kepublicans quickly. dro that 
feature of the Sackville incident an tuke 
another tack. They are now tinding fault with 
President Cleveland because he did not, within 
five minutes after the Sackville letter was made 
peoy sit down and write an autograph note to 

.ord Sackville ordering bim to leave Washing- 
ton by the first train and the United States -by 
the first Atlantic steamship. If these intensely 
patriotic Republicans are to be believed they 
hold that the only wuy for the Presiaent to 
muintaip the honor and dignity of the Republic is 

* to scatter to the four quarters of the globe 
every tradition and custom of common decency 
in international intercouse, and to kick out the 
unlucky Minister as he would a vagabond 
tramp who had insulted him.. They would have 
been glad, undoubtedly, had the President 
failed to take tbe dignified and self-respecting 
course he 1s pursuing, and they would have 
been the first, had he done so, to set upon him 
with loud compiaints of his unfriendly and un- 
calted-fer treatment of a great and friendly na- 
tion. It is because everybody knows they would 
have done so that nobody is aftected by their 
criticisms of his present attitude. 

The publication in THE LIMES this morning 
that President Cleveland had assured Congress- 
man Collins, John Boyle O'Reilly, and others 
who ealled upon bim in New-York yesterday 
that Lord Sackville’s recall was to be expected 
very svon has been réad withinterest here as one 
of the few definite a :neuneements thus far made 
concerning the Sackville case. Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends here needed no such assurance from him 
toconfirm their confidence that he would in 
this asin all other cases guard well the inter- 
ests of the United States, but they have already 
made good use of his statement in answering 
the complaints of his Republican enemies that 
he has not acted with all due promptness in 
dealing with the British Minister. 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—Lord Salisbury had a 
private conference with Minister Phelps at Hat- 
aoe House to-day in regard to the Sackville 
#ffair. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—The Daily News says: 
** Lord Sackville has done nothing of which an 
hovest Man need be ashamed. But there are 
blunders which are worse than crimes.” 

The Daily jelegraph says: *‘Novhing can ex- 
cuse the incontinence of Lord Sackville'’s pen 
except bis transparent good faith and candor. 
He cannot, however, after such betise be al- 
lowed to embroil the two nations.” 

The Standard says: “It woula be incorrect to 
kay that the American Government has already 
asked for the recall of Lord Sackville, but it 
has taken a step little short of that extreme 
measure. It does not follow that expulsion 
will be resorted to either at all or at onee. The 
matter, however, is a delicate ene. It would be 
best for Lord Sackville to resign ‘in order to 
avoid further unpleasantness.” 

The Chronicle suys: “The singular folly of 
Lord Sackville could hardly be matched for in- 
Atseretion; but it is manifestly impossible for 
the Government to yieid to pressure such as a 
WNew-Yurk paper declures willbe applied. When 
the excitement is calmed it may be found ne- 
cessary te tranafer Lord Sackville.” 

Tue 7imes gays: “It seemg to be certain that 
he Atericau G Yoernment has taken a step that 
will render it impossible for Lurd Sackville to 
reinain at Washington. We are not prepared to 
eeesure Lord Sackville. .A British Minister, 
whether at Washington or elsewhere, must be 
gu Kagiso gentleman, aud be may oe forgiven 
i* he is not up to ali the dirty tricks of American 
politicians.

JACKSONVILLE STILL PRACTICALLY UN- 
DER MARTIAL LAW. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 28.—Secretary 
Phillips at the Medical Bureau yesterday was 
beset with hundreds of applicants clamorous 
for passes to get to their “homes” beyond the 
cordon established around the tewn. He thought 
it rather strange that there were so many anx- 
ious to getout and that they did not ask tor 
their return passes. The matter has been ex- 
plained since. Itappéars that the Republican 
masses, especially the colored members of that 
political organization, proposed holding a grand 
rally and powwow just outside the town. Nu- 
merous applicants were contemplating attend. 
ing this gathering of the true and tried. Thay 
attendea in ue course and no doubt 
were highly entertained and edified by 
the outpouring of political wisdom which fell 
from the livs of the dusky orators, little dream- 
ing of the trouble in store for them. After the 
meeting had adjourned they turnea their faces 
homeward, but were met en the outskirts of the 
olty by the immovable guard, who demanded 
their passes, which they were unable to pro- 
duce, having, from lack of foresight, only ap- 
plied for = togo out. The immovable guard 
was deafto all entreaties and implorings, and 
there they were eorraled until it was arranged 
that one of their number might come in and en- 
deavor to procure for them the ‘‘open sesame” 
which would have the magical power to permit 
them to pass the vigilant guard and rewurn to 
the bosoms of their families.

THE DEMOCRATS THOUGHT TO HAVE 
STOLEN A MAROH. 

FInDLAY, Ohio, Oct. 28.—The Republicans 
ot Ohio within the last few days have become 
wonderfully alarmed over the prospect of Har- 
rison and Morton losing the State, and that 
there is good ground for their apprehension is 
shewn by the situation. The election’ is only 
about a week away, yet the Republicans have 
made no poll of the State, have raised no 
campaign fund, and have had little or no speech- 
making. The Germans are this year almost 
solid for the Democratic ticket on account of 


recent Republican temperanee legislation. The 
irish Dave net been scared by the West letter or 
the tariff bugaboo. Tbe labor vote which 
came from the Democratic ranks has returned 
to its old moorings. The Democrats, for the 
first time im years, are united and have pursued 
a “still-hunt” campaign so successfully that 
the Chairman of the Republican State Commit- 
tee admits thatif the election occurred to-mor- 
row Cleveland and Thurman would secure 
Onio’s Electoral vote. All these things have 
conspired to give the Revublicans of the State 
agreat scare, and they are now seeking to 
arouse their voters to a sense of the danger 
which confronts the party, but whether they 
ean do this within the time they have to work 
remains to be seen, the general impression now 
being that, while Quay and his lieutenants have 
been concentrating every effort 1. New-York 
and Indiana, the Democrats have stolen a 
march in Ohio and will capture the Electoral 
vote of the State. Whether this will be realized 
cannot, of course, be predicted, but that Oblo is 
doubtful for the Republicans is as clear to 
every impartial obseryer of the situation as are 
the stars by night.

A SINGULAR LEGAL PROCEEDING. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—A writ of for- 

eign attachment was issued in this city yester- 

day at the instance of Dr. C. M. Seltzer against 

Henry Davenport, formerly a prominent manu- 

tasturer here, but now of Yorkshire, England, 

revedliug a remarkable stery of disputed prop- 
erty and a romantic elopementin this way: 

Twenty years ago’Davenport and Joseph Lester 


were two English workingmen in Yorkshire and 
fast friends. Davenport fell in love with Les- 
ter’s wife and eloped with hér to America, 
where they were married. They settied in Phil- 
adelphia, where Davenport became a prominent 
manufacturer. Amassing wealth he bought a 
lot of land in Frankfort, Penn., and deeded it to 
Mrs. Lester, alias Davenport. Four years ago 
they aeparted for England, and settled near the 
place from which they had eloped. The woman 
died two years ago, and in her will gave Daven- 
port back the property in this city which he 
had deeded to her. He has been disposing of 
it to Philadelphia people through his American 
agents ever since, and .reeently Dr. Seltzer 
negotiated fer some of it, offering $20,000, 
The offer was accepted, and $500 was 
paid down. Before the balance was paid, how- 
ever, a sharp lawyer learned of the clopement, 
which maxes all sales of the preperty which 
may have taken place illegal on the 
ground that Joseph Lester is the lawful hus- 
band of Mrs. -Lester, alias Davenport, and 
thereby has a life interest in all property she 
may have had at the time of her death, no mat- 
ter hew she came in possession of it. 

Dr. Seltzer brings suit against Davenport for 
breach of contract in‘not giving a clear title to 
the property. Joseph Lester still lives in York- 
shire, England, and it is said does not know of 
his right to the Philadelphia property. He has 
@ suit pending in the English courts against 
— for alienating the affections of his 
wife. ; 





KILLED NEAR HIS CHUROH. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Oct. 28.—On Friday 
night the Rev.-George Shelby, an influential 
colored clergyman of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, preached at the church gt Mansfield. 
After the services he mounted his horse and 
started fer his home in Grand Cane. When not. 
more than 400 yards from the church he was 
shot and instantly killed by an unknown man. 
The body was not discovered untii next morn- 
ing. No witness ef the tragedy was found, 
although many persons heard the report of the 
_ aud the cry of the dying man. Mr. 8hel- 

y was well known in his neighborhood, and 
generally well thought of, and many were as- 
tonished when the Coromer tound a revolver in 
one pocket and a half-empty bottle of whisky 
in the other. Altheugh it was not learned who 
did the killing, very strong suspicion has rested 
upon a colored man by the name of Brouks, who 
had on a recent occasion accused Mr. Shelby of 
improper intimacy with his wife. A warrant 
was issued for the arrest of Brooke, but he has 
disappeared, and cannot be found. 





ANOTHER SERIOUS CANAL RBREAK. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 28. — Another serious 
break occurred in the Cornwall Canal to-day, and 
it is now feared that all hope of the reopening 
of inland navigation for this season is atan end. 
The work of repairing the original break was 
pregressing rapidly, and it was thought that the 
canal would be opened for trattic on Wednesday. 
Large gangs of meh were engazeda in the work 
of repaira when, at 2 o’clock this afternoon, a 
large part ef the embankment gave way and the 
men and horses ou it had a very narrow escape. 

A report trom Cornwall says that the Super- 
intendent of the canal still hopes to have tne 
break repaired before the close of navigation, 
but this is considered impossible, as. the last 
ocean steamers will leave here ina couple of 
weeks, The second break is little less than a 
disaster to those engaged in the forwarding 
trade here. By the first break it is estimated 
Montreal merchants and shippers suffered .a loss 
of $1,000,000. By this second one the loss will 
be mofe than doubled.

The 
Centra) Committee, abandoning hope of dispos- 
ing of all the 1,200,000 unsold bonds, announces 
that subscriptions will be considered definitive 
if.only 200,000 of tbe bonds are sold. The cem- 
pauy has reduced the priee of the bonds 10f. 
Silence is maintained regarding the disposal of 
the remaining 1,000,000 of the bonds, 





LIVED AND DIED IN SQUALOR. 
Sioux Fatzis, Dakota, Oct. 28.—Mary 
Ana Irvine, one of the most noted characters of 
this section, died Friday night of heart trouble. 
During her residence of 30 5 ears in this vicinity 
she has lived inthe utmost filth and squalor. 
She was vindictive to an extraordinary degree, 


and bas figured prominentiy at nearly every 
term of court as defendant in various charges, 
such as applying the torch to the property of 
neigiubors who had aroused her passions, threat- 
ened their lives, &c. A loaded revolver was ber 
constant companion. No one ever dark- 
ened her door and it was only avery 
snort time before she died that even her 
own children dared to enter her house. When 
it was discovered that she was dying and she 
was asked if a physi¢eian shou!d net be’ sent for, 
she objected to incurring s0 great au expense, 
and not until she bad struck a bargain with the 
doctor for bis feé would sbe allow any medicines 
to be administered. Her sleeping room was 
found so full of all manner of filtay garbage and 
worthless rubbish that much of it had to he 
dumped eut of dvors before the attendants could 
find room to get in or endure the stenon. After 
her death a search ane her effects revealed 
deeds, mortgages, notes, bonds, and cash to the 
amount, in the aggregate, of $35,000. The 
woman was 63 years old and had three children, 
to whom the property will revert. 





WENT OVER THE EMBANEMENT. 
BRAINERD, Minn., Oct. 28.—The Portland 
west-bound fast express on the Northern Pa- 
cifle was wrecked at Crow Wing River last 
night. The train was running about 40 miles 
an hour to make up lest time, and ran into an 
open switch near the east end of the bridge. 


The engine broke loose from the tender, and the 
tender, mail ear, and two baggage cars went 
over the ewbankment into the river. The en- 
gine, with the engineer and fireman, crossed 
the bridge on the ties, but left them at the west 
end and tumbling over half buried itself in the 
embankment, killing the fireman, A. Brown, 
and severely injuring Engineer Swart. Clinton 
Mayne, a member of Company K, Third Regi- 
ment, who was riding on the front end of the 
mail car Was 80 badly injured that he wilil prob- 
ably die. in the mail car were Railway Clerks 
Cc. M. Brown, J. A. Slattery, and C. Kk. Steven- 
son, and all escaped with bruises and a wetting 
im the river. ‘lhe passengers were shaken, but 
not injured. None of the other curs left the 
track entirely. It is considered wonderful that 
the entire train did not go down the embank- 
ment into theriver, in which case the loss of 
life weuld have been greater. The injured were 
all brought here, ‘reman Brown lived at 
Jackson, Mich, 





, AN OLD FEUD REVIVED. 

Ozark, Mo., Oct. 28.—The Terry-Wagon- 
er feud that broke eut a year aco along the 
Ting River on the borders of Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, and Indian Territory was reueved en Fri- 
day with fatal effect. Last January three of 


the Terrys were killed from ambush by two of 
the Wagoners, and a relative named Meek. 
About a menth ago Jehn Terry and Abe Terry, 
a brother and cousin of the two killed, heard 
that Meek was in the Indian ferritory. They 
cnarged him with murder, and secured appoint- 
ments a8 Deputy United States Marshais to make 
the arrest. They went down into the Territory 
# Week ago, and arrested Meek. While on pen 
way to Vinita they riadled the prisoner with 
bullets, and then alleged that he had attempted 
to escape. The Wageners heard of the murder 
and started in pursuit of the Terrys and came 
up with them. A bloody fight took place, in 
which one Wagoner and one Terry were killed, 
while Abe Terry escaped only through the 
superiority of his horse. The friends of both 
sides — up in arms, and more bleodsbed is ex- 
pocted.

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GETTING ITS OWN LOUTE. 


THE UNITED STATES EXPRESS COMPANY’S 
LATEST PLAN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.-—The scheme of 
the United States Express Company to get a 
threugh route forits business to New-York by 
building @ branch railread from Gloucester City 
to Ateo to connect with the New-Jersey South- 
ern Road has apparently remained quiescent 
the past week or so, notwithstanding the action 
of the Gioucester City Councilin granting aright 
of way for the new line. The reason for this is that 
negotiations are pending with the Reading Rail- 
road for the purchase of its Camden, Gloucester 
and Mount Ephraim Branch, and if they ter- 
minate successfully the idea of establishing the 
terminus of the line at Gloucester will be 
abandoned. The same surveyors who were first 
sent to run a line for the new route through 
Gloucester have since been sent to stake oif a 
line trom the Mount Ephraim terminus of the 
Reading’s branch. 

There are several advantages to be gained by 
the United States Express Company if it can 
secure possession of the Mount Ephraim. Road* 
It would be w shorter route and it would have 
nearly five miles tess of roadway to build to 
make connection with the New-Jersey Southern 
at Atco. It would obtain a terminus on the 
river at Bulson-street, which is much nearer 
and easier of access than Gloucester. The Cam- 
den, Gloucester and Mount Ephraim Rail- 
road runs from Camden to _ Gloucester 
and thence out to Mount Ephraim, a 
little country town about three miles east of 
Gloucester. It was originally built as a narrow 
gauge, but was made a standard gauge when 
the Reading purchased : seon after securing 
control of the Philadelphia and Atlantic City 
line. The Reading Company paid $100,000 for 
the Gloucester and Mount Ephraim Road. It 
bought it for its right of way into Kaighns Point, 
Camden, where it has now loeated the terminus 
of its Atlantic City route. With this secure it 
has no further use for the Mount Ephraim line, 
as it is not a remunerative piece of property. 
The Mount Ephraim Rvad is connected with the 
old Philade!phia and Atlantic City terminus at 
the foot ef Bulson-street, Camden, which is now 
abandened by the Reuding save as a drilling 
yard and place fer repair work. The station 
buildings, docks, and ferry slips are still in 
servicable condition and it would make a much 
better terminus for the United States Express 
Company’s route than one at Gloucester. 

A residert and property owner at Gloucester, 
who has been watcning elosely the aspect of af- 
fairs ‘1n connection with the preposed new 
reute, said to-day: “I am confident. that 
the United Express Company, or whatever 
company is backing its railroad scheme, will 
neverrun their line through Gloucester City. 
All this rush about getting a right of way 
through Gloucester was merely to secure a fout- 
hold from which they could make better terms 
with the Reading Road for its Mount Ephraim 
Branch, which they knew could be bought. It 
1g true they have been’ negotiating for property 
bere, but only in one instance has 
the purchase been consummated, and in that 
case the expenditure was not greats It would 
be useless for them to attempt to maintain a 
terry service between their Gloucester terminus 
and Philadelphia m the dead of Winter. ‘Tueice 
becomes jammed so tightly here at the entrance 
to the Horseshoe that the iceboats can scarcely 
xet through, and the Gloucester ferryboats 
would be powerless if they moved out of their 
docks.’” Developments in the phew movement 
are expected this week. 





BAPTIZED 1N THE HUDSON. 


THE SALVATION ARMY -GIVES A FREE 
SUNDAY SHOW,

KILLED BY AN EX-CONVICT 


POLICEMAN BRENNAN FOULLY 
MURDERED. 

HIS SLAYER, HARRY CARLTON, CAUGHT 
AS HE RAN FROM THE SCENF OF 
THE CRIME. 

Policeman James Brennanof the Twenty- 
first: Precinct was deliberateiy shot and killed 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning while iu the 
performance of his duty as a guardian of the 
peace by a desperado and ex-convict named 
Harry Carlton, alias ‘‘ Handseme Harry.” The 
tragedy occurred on the southwest corner of 
Third-avenue and Thirty-third-street. Brennan 
was in the act of arresting Carlton for commit- 
ting an assault upon one Julius Roesler, when 
Carlton drew a revolver and at close range fired 
four bullets at tne ofticer. Three of the bullets 


‘took effect in Brennats head, and any one of 


them would have proved fatal. The fourth just 
grazed the victim's right ear and was fiattened 
against the brick wall of an adjacent house. 
Brennan sank to the pavement dying, and the 
assassin maile a dash to escape, but was almost 
immediately captured by officers who had been 


attrasted to the scene by the reports of the 
ring. 
Julius Roesler, whom Carlton assaulted, isa 
German living at 162 East Thirty-third-street. 
He has been employed as a waiter in various 


restaurants on the east side. He is about 32 


‘years old, unmarried, and is said to be of an in- 


offensive disposition. Roesler took part in the 
Democratic parade on Saturday, and was much 
elated over the magnitude of the demonstra- 
tion. He celebrated the occasion by dining 
with some friends ata down-town restaurant 
after the procession had been disbanded. Dur- 
ing the evening he and his friends visited vari- 
ous saloons and coneert halls on the cast side, 
and all imbibed rather more beer than was 
good for them. Tnen they visited a bowling 
elley, where they amused themselves until 
abeut 4 o’olock Sunday morning. At that hour 
Roesler leit his friends at the corner of Four- 
teenth-street and Third-avenue, and boarded a 
car to go home. He got out at Thirty-third- 
street and went into Tucker's saluen, on the 
southwest corner of Third-avenue and Thirty- 
third-street, to get one more glass of beer. 

Inside the saloon he was aceosted by Carlton 
and two of his ‘ pals,” who insisted upon Roes- 
ler standing treat torthe party. Roester de- 
clined, and the three men bDexun to anney him 
by snatching bis umbrella and hat and throw- 
ing them about the saloon. He reeovered his 
umbrella, but his hat was demolished. The 
barkeeper, a man Called ‘‘ Barney,” motioned to 
Roesler to make his escape, and the German 
tiled precipitately from the side door. Heran 
to his own house, just west of the cerner, and 
was about to open the front door when he heard 
s0me One Gall: “Hi, Charlie, come back a min- 
ute, [ want to see you.” 

Roesler turned and recognized the three men 
who pad been harassing Lim in the saloon, The 
next mMement Carlton struck him a heavy blow 
in the face, which drew blood from his nose and 
mouth. The men were then on the front steps, 
and Carlton’s companions were on thexidewalk. 
Roesler struggled with bis assailant, at thesame 
time calling loudly forhelp. Alarmed by these 
outcries Carlton’s companions fled, one toward 
Lexington avenue and the other toward Third, 
both disappearing around the corners. Carlton 
was slower in getting away, and he, too, ran 
toward Third-avenue, pursued by Roesler, .who 
continued calling for the police. Just at 
the corner Carlton came face to = face 
with Officer Brennan, who had . been 
attracted by MRoesier’s cries. Brennan laid 
his hand upon Carlton’s eollar, when the 
latter suddenly wheeled, jumped away a few 
feet, and drawing a revolver began firing. The 
first bullet entered Brennan’s mouth, knocking 
out several teeth, and lodging in the roof of his 
mouth. The brave officer, unmindful of his 
terrible wound, spranz forward to grapple 
with-his assailant. Cariton stood perfectly still, 
and, as the officer approached, fired three more 
shotsin rapid succession. The second bullet 
struck Brennan in the left temple, passed 
through,bdis brain, fracturing the top of his skull, 
and the third, as Brepnan wheeled falling, en- 
tered the back of his neck. The fourth bullet 
just grazed the dying: man’s ear. Brennan 
never uttered a sound, por did he regain con- 
sciousness alter being shot. 

As Brennan fell, Carlton ran across Third- 
avenue, but unwittingly went directly into 
the arms of three officers, Who apprvached the 
spot from as many different directions at the 
same iustant, all attracted by the firing. They 
were Officers Theodore Kearns and Michael 
Dolan, who were in citizen’s ciothes, being on 
excise duty, the former having been on Thirty- 
third-streed near Lexington-avenue, and‘ the 
latter on the same street hear Second-avenue 
when the shots were fired, and Morris Colgan, 
who ran dewn Third-avenue from Thirty-fourth- 
street. Caritun wmude an attempt to shvot 
Colgan, Who was iu uniiorm, butwa blow from 
the oftticer’s nignt stick upon the head felled 
the assassin to the sidewalk, and his weapon 
dropped trom his hand. He was then secured 
by Ofticers Kearns and Dolan. Meanwhile, 
Rveser, who had startedin pursuit of Cariton 
when he began to run, but who haa been fright- 
ened by the desvperado’s threat which he 
stopped for an iustant to utter, of **Come 
another step and I’li kill you too,” had returned 
to the side of Otticer Brennan, who was lying on 
his back in the street. 

At that time the officers who had arrested 
Caritoun were unaware of the fact that he had 
killed Officer Brennan, nor did they know or it 
until Policeman Derwoody, who had come upon 
the scene While Carltop’s arrest was being 
effected, and whe had raised Brennan’s head 
upon his knee, called to them for help. Carlton 
was then hurried to the station nouse on East 
Thirty-fifth-street, where he was placed in acell. 
A wessenger Was seut for a priest and acall 
rung for an ambularece. A priest from St. 
Stephen’s Chureh arrived very promptly and 
admiuistered the rite of extreme unctiun to the 
dying officer. Lhe ambulance came Very tardi- 
ly, and Brennan was removed to Bellevue Hos- 
pitul, where he died at 7:30 A. M. 

At the station heuse Cariton declared that he 
knew nothing about the affair, and beyond this 
would say nothing more.. He was arraigned be- 
fore Justice Pattersonin the Yorkvilie Police 
Court later in the morning, and was remanded 
to the custody of the Coroner. Deputy Coponer 
Jenukius viewed the bedy at the hospital, and 
Coroner Levy will take the evidence in the case 
at 11 o’clock this worning. Capt. Ryan of the 
Twenty-first Precinct sent a special report of 
the tragedy to Superintendent Murray yester- 
day aiternoon. ‘The Captalp thinks he knows 
the two men who were with Carlton just before 
the murder, and hopes tocapture them. Officer 
Kearns saw the flashes of the pistol, and then 
saw Carlton starttorun. Itisaisosaid that a 
woman who, disturbed by the noise, had raised 
a windew, also witnessed the murder. The 
evidence of Roesler, however, is conclusive, as 
he saw allof the shots fired. As Carlton was 
being arraigned before Sergt. Fitzgerald in the 
station house Reeslerrushed in aud endeavered 
to strike Carlton, exclaiming: ‘** You murderous 
scoundrel, you killed a good man!” 

Otticer James Brennan was born in Ireland in 
1845. He had been a member of the ferce since 
March 18, 1874, serving in various precincts 


-during that period. He was detailed to the East 


Seventeenth-street baths during last Summer, 
and was assigned te the Twenty-tirat Precinct 
Oct. 9. He was popular among his fellow-police- 
men, and was regarded as an efiicient, faithful, 
and zealeus officer by his superiors. He leaves 
a widow and three children, who live at 245 
East Thirty-ninth-street. Brennan’s funeral 
will be held on Tuesday. 

Carlton has a bad record, and is regarded as a 
dangerous character by the police. He is 31 
years old, and gave his residence as 487 First- 
avenue, but noone there knows him. He was 
arrested in the Twenty-first Precinct for burg- 
lary March 30, 1876, and for highway robbery 
on Nov. 27,1882. Ferthe latter offense he was 
given five years in Sing Sing, which he served. 
Heisof abott medium height, has dark eyes, 
hair, and mustache, stoops slightly at the 
shoulders, and has the general appearance of a 
sinister villain, although his features are well 
shaped. He has a somewhat pleasant voice and 
has been in the habit of “‘singing fer drinks” in 
east side dives. A Baltimorean named Basil 
Elliott, who was ‘‘doing the town,” wandered 
into one of these places one night six years ago, 
heard Carlton sing, and treated him. In doing 
so he exhibited a roll of money. “~Cariten de- 
coyed him to ** Cerceran’s Roost,” on West For- 
tieth-street, where: he knocked him dewn and 
robbed him of all the money he had. It was for 
this offense that Carlton served the termin Sing 
Sing which ended so recently. His tirst offense 
in the burglary line was committed when he was 
16 years old. He was acquitted then because 
ae victim was too much intoxicated to identify 

im. 

Carlton’s‘connections are evidently of his own 
stripe. Thomas MoKenna, alias ‘* Boss” Mc- 
Kenna, who is married to the murderer’s sister, 
and James Scotty were arrested at 2 o’clock 
Sunday. morning fer robbing W. Vetters of 
347 East Thirty-tifth street of a wateh. They 
were arraigned in the Yorkville Court yesterday 
morning, but Vetters was so drunk that he 
could not identify the men. The prisoners were 
discharged, and Vettors, in addition to losing 
his watch, was fined $10.

HARD TERMS CAUSE A STRIKE. 


ITALIAN LABORERS SEIZE A TOWN AND 
START A RIOT. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 28.—News of a serious 
and alarming nature has been received here to- 
night from Conkshire, Quebec, the scene of the 
recent riots among the Italian laborers at work 
on the Hereford Railway. The trouble has 
broken out afresh, and itis far graver than at the 
time of the first outbreak. The striking [talians 
are in possession of the company’s camp and 


stores, and as the troops have been again called 
out news of a fight and bloodshed is looked for 
at everf moment. 

The Italians understood that the basis of the 
settlement made with the company a couple of 
weeks ago when they returned to work atter 
the first trouble was that on saturday, Oct. 20, 
inst., they would receive their pay for Septem- 
ber, they agreeing to forego their olaim for 
their August pay, On Oct. 20 the company said 
the money was not ready, and the 300 laborers 
agroed to wait another week. Yesterday, when 
they demanded their money, they wereinformed 
that before they could getit they must sign a 
contract to continue in the company’s employ 
until the railway was completed, and alsu sub- 
mit to reduced pay. With the exception of 15, 
who were in the company’s debt for supplies, 
the 300 refused to sign the contract. The com- 
pany then refused to pay the men, who in- 
stantly went ona strike. They retired to their 
Shanties and securedarms. They then marched 
to the company’s Camp and seized it, as well as 
the generai store, track, locomotives, and cara. 

The officials of the company fied, as the Ital- 
jians threatened violence. Saturday night the 
300 armed strikers marched in a body to the 
village of Sawyerville and captured the town, 
taking possession and sacking two stores. Al- 
though the Scott act isin force in the county 
the strikers managed to obtain liquor ard be- 
came haif crazed. The night was one of terror 
for the villagers, as all night long the Italians 
ran madly through the town, shouting threats 
of what they would de when the morning 
dawned. During the night it is reported that 
the strikers fired the dwelling of one of the com- 
vany’s officials, This morning they began tear- 
ing up the track and demolishing the cars used 
in construction. They threaten to continue at 
their work until that portion of the railway 
which has been completed has been. destroyed. 

This afternoon the .Fifty-thirad Sherbrooke 
Battalion of Militia and the Cookshire Cavalry- 
men were called out and the headquarters of 
the Sixth Military District in this city has been 
communicated with, as itis feared the number 
of military on the spot wiil not be sutiicient to 
put down the outbreak. The news causes great 
excitement here, as the outbreak 1s @ most 
serious one, and the opinion is general that 
bloodshed cannot possibly be avoided. 


STILL ANOTHER LIE. 





THE TRUE RECORD OF GEN. JOHN H. 
GLEASON, A GOVERNMENT CLERK. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Still another ex- 
ample of the high-tax Republican method of 
conducting a political campaign is found in to- 
day’s issue of the New-York Tribune. Aceord- 
ing to that advocate of Harrison and high taxes, 
all the watchmen at the Government printing 
office under the late Mr. Rounds were ex-Union 
soldiers, but under the present head of the of- 
tioe, Mr. Benedict, all of these have been re- 


moved ‘‘to make room in many instances for ex- 
Confederate seldiers.”” In proof of this remark- 
able assertion the /ribune goes on to say: 

‘Conspicuous among these is a gigantic South- 
erner, Gen. Gleason, who stands over 6 feetand 
3 inches in his stockings. Gleason was one of 
the irreconcilable fire-eating ‘no surrender’ type,of 
which the late Gov. Toombs of Georgia was a shin- 
ing example, and at the close of the war fled into 
Mexico, where he soldiered with Juarez against 
Maximilian.” 

The story relates how Gleason afterward 
fougnt with Gen. Stene in Egypt and returned 
to become a watchman in the Government 
Printing Office, where “* in moments of bibulous 
contidence this grizzled fire-eater recounts with 
becoming earnestness and iteration the glories 
of ‘Southern blood and Southern honah, Sah.’ ”’ 
Asa matter of fact, Public Printer Benedict 
found four ex-Union soldiers who were watch- 
men when he took Mr. Rounds’s place, and to- 
day he has 21 ex-Union soldiers en the rolls as 
watchmen. The terrible typical tire eating 
Southerner, Gleason, turas out to be Gen. John 
H. Gleason, who enlisted in the Sixty-ninth New- 
York Regiment as a high private on May 11, 
1861; was promoted to be a Sergeant after 
the first battie of Bull Run, joined the Sixty-third 
New-York Velunteers late in 1861, fought all 
through the war, and came out of it a Major- 
Genera! for helping surround Lee’s army at 
Appomattox. After the war Gen. Gleasen went 
to Ireland and was arrested for complicity in 
disturbing the peace of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. _Later he was a Democratic candidate 
fer Congress against Fernando Wooa in New- 
York. In the face of this record Gen. Gleason’ 
can hardly te called an ex-Confederate, al- 
though he is, without doubt, an Irishman and 
a Democrat. 





MILLERS AND THE WHEAT DEAL. 

Str. Pau, Minn., Oct. 28.—Dealers in flour 
throughout most parts of the country have flour 
to arrive and on hand that was contracted for 
during the excitement attending therisein wheat 
afew weeks ago. Until that flour is disposed of 
there is little prospect of activity-in domestic 
demand. Millers in the Winter wheat sections, 
and some in Spring wheat sections, who did not 


make many forward contracts, have been 
troubled since the break to make satisfactory 
disposition of their production. The dealers 
were loaded with all they wanted to 
carry through a season of lower prices, 
and millers without sales for future 
delivery found themselves in a sorry plight. 
These dealers are disposed to distribute present 
supp\es before buying any more, In many 
cases Mieir supplies were taken on the basis of 
lower quotations than they can get now, and 
they are making the most of the position to ex- 
tend their trade by naming prices below mull- 
ers’ figures. Those of the dealers less fortunate 
are compelled to drop the figures made for them 
by others, and millers not sold ahead have been 
driven to the same course of concession to carry 
_ production for a better state or close their 
willis. 

Minneapolis millers had their production sold 
in advauce. Some of it too early, ef course, to 
get the most out of 1t, but it was pretty gener- 
ally sold, and the tne mills have been going on 
such sales, excepting to fill casual orders that 
have dropped in. Home millers ghave felt com- 

aratively small harm from the effects of the 
ate decline in demand, but area little dis- 
tressed in view of possible inconvenience in the 
future, if a recurrence of activity does not arise 
when current provisions come to an end. 





SUICIDE OF AN OLD MAN. 

NORWALK, Conn., Oct. 28.—Nelson J. 
Lockwood, a white-haired old man, residing in 
a little cottage on River-street, committed sui- 
cide at noon to-day by shooting himself with a 
32-calibre English bulldog revolver. The bul- 
let entered his right temple, took an upward 
course, and came out atthetop of his head, 


killing him almost instantiy, His wife, who 
was in the kitchen below, heard the report, but 
it was very indistinct, and. supposing it was 
caused by one of the boarders she theught 
no more of the matter. A half hour later, how- 
ever, she went to call her husband to dinner, 
and then for the tirst time she was brought 
face to face withthe awtultruth. Mr. Lock- 
wood lay flat on his back, his eyes and mouth 
were wide open, aad in his right hand he 
clutched the weapon that had been the means 
of ending bis life. From the wound in his head 
blood was still flowing, and his night shirt. and 
the bed clothing were clotted with blood. Depu- 
ty Coroner Burke was ealled in and later the 
remains were takea 1n charge by an undertaker. 
Mr. Lockwood had been ill for several days and 
it is thought committed ‘the rash act while 
temporarily insane. He was a retired shoe 
dealer and a member of Wooster Lodge, I. O. O. 
F., of New-Canaan.

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CANDIDATE GRANT FLAYED — BOSS 
CROKER CONFRONTED ‘BY A PLEDGE 
MADE IN 

An extremely interesting letter was sent 
to Tummany Hall’s candidate for Mayor, Hugh 
J. Grant, by Gen. John Newton, Commissioner 
of Public Works, yesterday. it was in response 
to Mr. Grant’s letter in support of the charge 
he made in accepting the Tammany nomina- 
tion thatin Gen. Newton’s department “ con- 
tracts have been awarded without public com- 
petition through a systematic evasion of the 
law.” 

In his letter Gen. Newton shows that Mr. 
Grant’s alleged proofs are worthless; that they 
relate only to small jobs that must be done hur- 
riedly, without delay, for the purpose of making 
contracts. ‘The fact that these jobs have to be 
done at oné time afd that their aggregate cost 
may exceed $1,000 does not, Gen. Newton 
shows, bring them within the scope of the law

‘making it compulsory to contract for work of 


that or greater value. They are to be done in 
different parta of the city and have no relation 
toone another. Were it compulsory to group 
them, as Mr. Grant implied, the result would be,

After shewing that the iaw, s8 construed by

contracts, This inconsistency is further shown, 
Ke points out, by the fact that the Tammany 
Aldermen have persistentiy refused to pass 
** general orders” for street repaving because, 
as they declared, the work would be done by 
contract. i 

Pursuing the inquiry he proves that in 1870 
Richard Creker, now Tammany’s great leader, 
pledged himse!f te vote in the Board of Al- 
dermen as he should be directed by a syndicate 
cemposed of Henry W. Genet, Known in the 
“ring” days as ‘Prince Hal:” Thomas J. 
Creamer, Michael! Norton, then known as ‘‘ the 
Eighth Ward Thunderbolt’? and George H. 
Purser. 

Genet was sent to prison afterward for partic- 
ipating in the frauds eounected with the bulld- 
ing of the Ninth District Court House. 

Creamer is now the Tammany candidate for 
the Assembly in the Feurteenth District. He 
made an immense fortune in the *‘ring”’ days by 
speculating in real estate on points he procured 
frem his political associates, Who knew where 
city improvements were to be wade, but he over- 
burdened himself with unimproved lots, and 
when the “slump” came in 1873 he lost ali he 
had gataerec. He has since been on the out- 
skirts of polities 

Michael Norton is now the Civil Justice in tiie 
First District, elected by Tammany. He started 
in life as a “bruiser” and Keeper of the peace in 
a disreputable place of entertainment in Broad- 
way known as ‘*4-] 1-44.” 

The fourth wember of the syndicate to which 
Richard Croker pledged himself in 1870 was 
George H. Purser. This 18 aaquiet gentieman, 
who made a fortune in real estate speculations 
while charged with the supervision of atrest 
openings in the old days, and who has added tu 
it by loaning money at usurious rates of inter- 
est tocity employes on the security of their 
pay warrants. In other words, Mr. Purser is a 
salary broker, 

The letter of Gen. Newton is as follows:

Str: Your communication of the 25th inst. 
was received the next wornivg. 1 do not jind 
that you have paid sufficient attention to the 
charge couveyed in your letter of acceptance 
against the Department of Public Works—** Con- 
tracls, it appears, have been awarded without 
public Competition through a systematic eva- 
sion of the law.” On. the contrary, you have 
given, as I supposed you would, a leng and el:«b- 
orate reply involving matters which do not cen- 
cern materially the question at issue. 

You furnish a iong list of alleged orders from 
this department for repairs to sewers, for the 
cleaning out of sewers and receiving basins, 
and for other work incident to the streets of u 
large city; butin your communication there is 
so much suppression of the truth as to mate- 
rlally change the merits ef the case. You 
neglect to state that the law requires con- 
tracts to be made by public advertisement with 
the loweat bidder only for amounts exceeding 
$1,000,and that disbursements of smaller sums, 
less than $1,000, were left wisely by the Legis- 
lature te the discretion of the Commissioner of 
Public Works on account of the daily emergen- 
cles affecting sewers, water pipes, house cou- 
nections wilh ¢as, with water, with sewers, &c. 

In the list given by you of amvuuuts disbursed 
Without public competition you name agrgre- 
gates exceeding $1,0U0, faisely giving the im- 
pression that the separate orders are for the 
sume dates, for the same kind of werk, and at 
the same locality. In other words, that they 
embraced works of a character that could be 
given out under one contract, and then charge 
this department with dividing up the aggregate 
whenever it exceeds $1,000 into smailer 
amounts for the purpose of evading the luw as 
to eontracts. ; 

You find it now convenient, for electioneering 
purposes, to assert that the cleaning of a sewer 
in the lower part of the city should be putin con- 
tract competition with the repairs of w sewer 
in One Hundred and Twency-fifth-street, pro- 
vided that the aggregate of the two amounis ex- 
ceeds $1.000, aud go on for every class of work, 
such as cleaning sewers, cleaning recelving 
basins, making house connectiens, &c. The 
same proceas of reasoning would forbid this de- 
partment piacing street gangs for repairs of 
streets, beeause, by adding an area oa Broad- 
way near Chambers-street, to another area at 
Twenty-third-street, to another area at One 
Hundred and I'wenty-tifth-satreet, the agzregate 
amount might exceed $1,000. 

I would refer your counsel to section 38, char- 
ter of 1857, which has received judicial 1a- 
terpretation in the case of the Harlem Gas- 
light Company against the Mayor, Thirty-third 
New-York Reports, page 329, where the Court ef 
Appeals says, amoung other things: 

“Contingencies may arise when services, materi- 
als, and property above the prescribed value may 
be immediately needed, and whe.e competilive 
offers aud written contracts may ve unserviceable 
or impossible. In such a case the statutes would not 
apply, because such application could aot have beeu 
intended wherever the uature of the service, or of 
the property needed tor the public uses, or the time 
within which it must be had to prevent irreparable 
mischief, under competitive offers, is pussible, then 
the provisions of the acts referred t cannot apply. 
because such could not have been the intentivn of 
the lawmakers, and such emwergeucies Were not 
among the wmischiefs which the provisious fre- 
ferred to were designed to correct.’’ 

I would also callyour attention to seetion 2 of 
the opinion of Corporation Counsel O’Gorman 
to the Commissioner of Public Works, dated 
July 22, 1872: 

‘*The same considerations as to the character of 
the work, and the necessity for immediate execu- 
lion, which have been mentioned in relation to 
aqueduct repairs, apply more ur less to this class of 
work. If astreet pavement becomes broken in a 
particular spot immediate repair is necessary to 
prevent damage to life and property, for which thu 
corporation is responsible, and if neglected, the 
amount of work necessary, and the expense of such: 
repair rapidly mcreases. 

“rhe work of making Such repairs cannot be an- 
ticipated or provided tor by the ordinary process of 
competitive bid. Iam informed that the separate 
jobs of the street repairs seldom exceed the sui of 
$1,000. Within that amount the statute clearly 
—* your department to proceed without cou- 
tract. 

“ A repair in each separate piace at which a repair 
is needed may fairly be regarded as constituting 
separate job, and thus the faci thal two or more jobs 
ot repairing which in the aggregate exceed $1.000 
in amount are to be doue at different places ou the 
same strect does not require that a contract should 
be made therefor. . 

‘Tam, therefore, of the opinion that the expendi- 
tures for repairs referred to in your communication 
have been lawfully made, and should be paid upon 
your Certificate and requisition. 

I understand that you are endeavoring tuo 
gain favor with the laboring population by de- 
nouncing the contract system and by insisting 
thai the work of the city should be done by 
hired labor. I cannot perceive how you can 
reconcile your position with the charges that 
you bring against this deparimant. If your 
charges mean anything they mean that all work 
throughout the city, whether it. is greater or 
lesa than $1,000, sc long as youcan make de- 
tached parceis exceed $1,000, shou'd be per- 
formed under the rigid law of compulsory ¢on- 
tracts. Last Spring | was waited upun br & 
prominent gentismanu from Tammany Hah, 
who bolds an important public oilics, and itn- 
portuned to give our work by day’s laber and 
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mot by contract. The Tammany men in the still alive, are now supporting your : candidacy, 


Board of Aldermen have refused persistently 
io pass the orders submitted by this 
department for repaving the streets, because, 
as they openly alleged, 
be given to contractors, 80 that at the present 
time one-half of the $500,000 which the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment granted for re- 
paving streets in this city is locked up through 
the conduct of the Tammany men in the Board 
of Aldermen, and the city is deprived of the

house-service pipes which communicate with 
water, with gas, with steam, «&c., and that in 
the generality of instances instant action is re- 
quired. You would lead the public to believe that

ceeds $1,000, then ad 


papers, and undergo all the forms uired for 


these public contracts which weuld delay about’ 


30 days, involving serious menace to life and 
health. Such appears to be your method of re- 
forming the system of the partment of Pab- 
lic Works, 

The reason why the price for cleaning sewers 
in 1887 was less than ip 1888 was simpiy from 
the fact that, in endeayering to establish a 


schedule of prices, many irresponsible, untrust-: 


worthy, and inoapable parties bid for this work 
at a price so low that they were unWilling at 
any future time to take similar work at the 
saM6 price, This Léarrted througk consistently 
for several months in my earnest desire to os- 
tablish a rate solely for the city’s interest, and 
the werk fs now done upon a schedule arranged 
vy myself after due consultation with the é1- 
gineer in charge of sewers and the Chicf En- 
yineer of the Croton Aqueduet. 


Your letter states that oh Maroh 3 a ‘ con- 
eracv’ for sewer cleaning, amounting to over 
$1,100, was awarded to Mr, Cunnipgham. The 
buoks of this department fail tofurnish any such 
evidence, I find, however, tliat on March 12 an 
“order” was sent to him to clean a sewerin 
One Hundred and Forty-seventh-strest, between 
Seveuth and Eighth ayentes, following tlis 
scdhedule price, amotnting to $975; on March 
22 an order to build a man-hole In One Hundred 
and Forty-seventh-street, between Seventh and 
Kighth avetiues for $750; on March 24 an order 
to bulla & pipe-sewer across Park-row in 6on- 
nection With the new plumbing in the City 
Fiall, fot $505 90, and on March 30 to clean 4 
sewer in Burling-slip tor $304. I am readily 
aware of the fact that by groupitig the sewer in 
Ove Hundred and Forty-séventih-straet on the 
12th of March with the sewer in Burling-slip, 
on the 30th of Marel the two amount to over 
$1,200, but I would consider it a neglect of duty 
und an injury to the puvlic te perform the work 
in a manner difierent from the cvurse pursued. 

You say that on the 18th of May be was 
awarded @ similar contract to the value of 
$1,747. Here, again, your proofs of tle inge- 
nuity for evasion with which you charge me 
fai!, for on the 18th of May there was bat one 
order to clean a sewer, Which was in One Hun- 
dred and Thirteenth-street, between First and 
Pleasant avenues, amounting to $257 26; onthe 
23d of May an order te repair basins in Kighty- 
sixth-street, West End Avenue, &¢., tor $305 17; 
another on the same date for altering Basins at 
av entirely differentlocation, St. Nicholas-ave- 
ue, between One undred and Thirty-fourth 
and Ove Hundred and Thirty-tifth streets, for 
$508 45; stitl another for repairing basins at a 
location some three miles distant, Ninth-avenue, 
Forth-eighth, Forty-fourth, and Forty-fifth 
streets, &c., for $326 95; to repair a sewer in 
Thirtecnth-street, between broadway and 
Fourth-avenue, tor $917 32, ahd the repair of a 
sewer in Eighty-tirst-street, between Kighth and 
Ninth avenues, for $357 64. Here, again, I am 
at a loss to see how a sewer-cléaning work for 
$250 can be grouped with the repairing and 
changing of basins and sewers, bup lam at no 
lose to see your ignorance of ihe details of pub- 
lic business in insisting that such divers items 
could be greuped in a contract. 

On June 22 you state that a “eontract was 
again subdivided inte two distinct awards. On 
Junels we find an order te remove and set 
hasiu heads for $306 18; on June 19, cleaning a 
sewer In Howard-street for $663 60: on the 
2istof June tor cleaning a sewer in Eleventh- 
street from Avenue A to Avenue © for $517 3d, 
and another on June 22 fer cleaning a sewer in 
Mulberry-street for $543 90. The differeuce in 
the dates of these requisitions, as well as the 
difference in localities and character of the 
works, would render if impossible to group 
them togetherunder one;contract. Perhaps you 
raay inform mehow long I should wait, anid how 
larze a group of items I must gather before I 
undcdertako work of such an urgent charucter. 

i have made it sufficiently plain, I hope, that 
aiarge discretion is vested In the department 
tor the miner amounts of work inéideat te the 
service of alarge city. I have followed the sys- 
tem which was pursued under such administra- 
tors as Alian Campbell and Fitz Joon Perter, 
and [ have from time to time, in thése smaller 
works, by way of regulating and keeping thé 
prices down to areasonable basis, sent out cir- 
cular letters to persons engaged tn the partic- 
uiar kind of werk, and havo taken the lowést 
offer, und consequently, for the same kind of 
work, the man who madethé lowest offer Was 
preferred, and I used this system to regulate the 
prices so that they should not exceed a fair 
amount of remuneration. 

You have made another misrepresentation 
ident/éeai in Character with those which I have 
refuted, but I do not deem it necessary to 
answer them in detail. The limits of tis cor- 
respondence will not warrant such prolixity. 
If i were to admit your right to exact from me 
aspecific answer to every wisrepresentation 
that you see fit to make during this cumparign 
you- might consume my entire time from how 
until election day. 


Again, you say that during the year 1887 Mr. 
Cunningham ‘received the substantial sum of 
$27,395 60 for repairing the streets under a 
similar contract awarded to hini without com- 
petition.” In reference to this matter I would 
state that these are the repairs tothe pavements 
over the various sewer connections and water 
services that are made by individtials on the 
Island of Manhattan, for which he has filed a 
bond with the eity for the faithful performance 
of his work, whichis paid for from a special 
fand fn the Controller's office. Each separate 
pieeo of work rarely, 1f ever, exceeds the 
amount of $9, and is to be Kept in repair for one 
year from the time the opening is made. This 
money is patd to the city by the plumber mak- 
‘ng the connection, and this has heen the ous- 
tom establisied by the department for over 10 
years. 

I presume if is true that these statements, as 
you aliege, were published in a newspaper for 
several days before your letter of acceptance 
Was Written. Iam taken to task by you be- 
cause | have not the time nor the inclination to 
investigate or dony any charges appearing in 
an irresponsible newspaper. You have thereby 
sufficiently indicated the ceurse which you 
would pursue in the event of your electien to 
the Mayoralty—that is, first to attempt to 
blacken the character of independent Commus- 
sicners, try them in some selected newspaper, 
and confirm afterward your previous action in 
the Mayoralty Court. I commend your evident 
purpose to the voters of this city. 

The Department of Public Works now carries 
on ita pay rolls 1,955 — This depart- 
ment has been made, and can again be made, 
the main piilar of a political organization. It 
ean be made the stropgest and worst political 
infuenesin this city, with its control of its 
many millions of expenditure. To-dav if Knows 
no politics, and is a ptirely businéss depfrt- 
ment. Your course, even before you have been 
elected to the office you covet, is proof.that 
should you be elected you will take possession 
of itas quickly as possible, which will be to 
place it in commission for Tammany Rail. You 
are the oandidate and representative of that 
pody, and Richard Croker is its head. 

It may be wellfor the people of this city to 
have an object lesson in Mr. Croker’s theory and 
practice as to subordinating duty to the pablic 
to loyalty to the machine. You, as a Tamniany 
man, must know; the people do not. When an 
Alderman of this city Richard Croker first took 
an oath to obey the laws and subsequently took 
an oath to obey the bosses. Does he expect less 
of his subordinates in the machine than he, 
when a subordinate, was willing to concede to 
the machine? The object lesson is as follows:

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UTAH AND MORMONISM. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GOVERNOR OF 
THE TERRITORY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Caleb W. Wesfé, 
Governor of Utah, in his annual repors to the 
Secretary of the Interior, estimates the popuia- 
tion of the Territory at 210,000, an incorease of 
about 66,000 since 1880. .The assessed taxable 
valuation is stated to be $46,379,073, an in- 
crease of about $11,000 during the year. The 
manufacturing industries of the Territory are 
said to be in a satisfactory condition, and, taken 
as a whole, the year has been a progressive and 
prosperous one for Utah. Owing to the unusiu- 
@liy light: rainfall during tlie growing season 
dry farming has not been &@ success, but 
irrigated land has produced abandantly. The 
aggregate mineral products of the Terr.tery for 
the ¢caleuda® year 1887 is given as $7,637,729, 
of witteh $5,976,884 was silver. Laor, the re- 
port says, has been in demand during thse yeas 
Curpenters receive $3 50 per day, and are in 
strong demand; stoenecutters, masons, and 
bricklayers from $4 to $4 50 per day, and are 
also in demand; miners from $3 50 to 4 per 
aay. Nearly atl the other tradés are well paid 
and fully employed.

Justice to the whole country, the 
Governor says, a8 well as to the Murmen and 
non-Mormon people, requires such investigation 
to be madé,

ONE OF THE EVILS THAT THE PROPOSED 
UNION WILL CHECK. 

Delegates from the different down-town 
Sunday schools met yesterday afternoon in the 
Sunday school room of the East Baptist Church, 
Madison and Gouverneur streets, to ¢onsider the 
practicability of forming a down-town Sunday 
schovol union.

The movement originated in acallfur teachers 
issued a few weeks ago vy the East Baptist 
Church, when it became apparent from the lax 
respunss that something should bedone to bring 
the Sunday schools inte Closer relations with one 
another, and !t was dceided to bring tegether at 
a general meeting representatives from the- 
various dewn-town churcyes. 

A lonz discussion followed the opening re- 
marks by the Chairman, aud among the reasons 
urged for ferming such a union were that it 
would increaso the number of schylurs, and by 
having the meetings at stated times tend to 
make the teachers of Sunday sechoois known to 
eacu other, and the various teachers acquainted 
with what the other Sunday scheols were doing, 
One of the most beneficial effeets the union 
would have directly upon the Sunday schools 
themseives would be to put a check upon what 
is termed Sunday school trading. One of the 
common difictltics Sundhy schools at present 
labor under is this habit of scholars coming into 
ths schovls about the time of church festivals and 
then leaving, either dropping out of sight aito- 
gether of going over to some other Sunday 
school at its testival time. This the union 
would check, a8 the teachers meeting tegether 
could asvertain what had become of these 
scholars who had gone out of their schools,

FUNERAL OF ©OOL, JAMES D. POTTER, 

About 150 members of the N. L. Farnham 
Post, G. A. R., assembled at Ferty-uinth-stroet 
and Broadway yesterday and paid the last 
tribute to the mewory ef their dead fricnd and 
comrade, Col. James D. Potter. The coffin con- 
taining the body of the veteran was placed upon 
a dais before the commander's chair and about 
it were grouped the old soldiers, Mrs. Potter, 
who With her daughter arrived here three days 
ago to accompany her husbaiud’s body to the 
grave, Was present. Senior Vite-Commandeor 
J.J. Finn tead the beautifal retreat of the 
Grand Army of thé Republic and Col. James 
Kerrigan, Who served in the Mexican war with 
Col. Potter, and who during the civil war ¢om- 
mandéd the fwenty-fifth New-York Volunteers, 
told of some of his recollections of the dead 
man. Some of the adventures recounted by 
Col. Kerrigan were go fresh in the memories of 
those present that there were many moistened 
eyes. Atthe conclusion of the exercises the 
body was taken to Greenwood Cewetery for 
burial. Accompanying the hearse, on foot, were 
150 veterans. They Were preceded by a drum 
corps of 25. 

Col. Potter died in Trinity Hospital, in VaricK- 
street, last Wednesday. Hs wus 60 years old, 
and served as Licutenantin the Mexican war, 
At the beginning of the civil war he joined the 
Tbirty-eighth New-York Volunteers and fought 
at Bull Run, where he was captured. He was 
taken to Richmond, where be was confined for 
more than 2 year. He was subsequently one of 
the Northern prisoners who were contined in 
the fortifications at Charleston during the 
bombardmenf, and he Was one ef the prisoners 
selected by the Confederate authorities te be 
hanged in ¢ase similar death was suffered by 
Southern prisoners in Fort Lafayette in New- 
York-Harbor. When he returned to this city he 
engaged in real estate business until bis health 
broké down. He was an inmate of St. Mark’s 
Memorial Home for a time, where he was treated 
for cancer of the liver.

lé is Fare that so intéresting a work as Mr. 
Lane-Poole’s biography of Lerd Stratford 
de Redcliffe has appeared of late years. 
The author lets the great diplomat tell his 
own stories in his memoifs and in well-se- 
lected extracts from his correspondence. 
The tirst volume is largely taken up with 
an autobiographical account which was 


prepared during the closing years of Lord’ 


Stratford’s life. After the Crimean war, 
Lord Stratford was altogether withdrawn 
from public life. He died in 1880 at the 
age of 94, 

Kinglake’s account of Canning as thé 
“Great Elchi’ is familiar to every one. It 
was, perhaps, exaggerated: and theatrical, 
but it had a foundation of justice. So cool 
a historian as Mr. Justin McCarthy admits 
that it is impossible to estimate too highly 
the keen judgment and commanding will 
displayed by Canning at the time of the 
Crimean war. The term ‘Great Elchi” 
simply means at Constantinople an Ambas- 
sador, the adjective ‘ great” distinguishing 
him froman Envoy. But Canning bad no 
doubt a great superiority over all other 
diplomatists in Turkey. He was profoundly 
interested in Turkish reform and aman of 
indefatigable industry. If was especially 
fortunate in Turkey that he should have 
had a face and stature to match his suveri- 
orities of mind and character. .A German 
writer says: “A cultivated Turk, himself a 
man of fine manners, told me oncé 
that there was a great difference be- 
tween the impression produced upon 
the Sultan and the Pashas of 
the Divan when & Minister like Sir Strat- 
ford, with his noble aspect, imposing car- 
riuge, and air replete with dignity, opened 
his lips at an audience or conference, and 
that nade when a man of mediocre appear- 
ance, of timid air, and forced reverences 
came bowing before the Grand Signoir.” 
Canning does not appear to have been a 
pleasant man to live with. He was not 
popular with secretaries and attachés, 
When Sir John Hay was 4 young fellow he 
was Secretaty af Constantinople. The Am- 
bassadof on one occasion said to him, 
“ Damu your eyes.” Young Hay replied, 
with a perfect combination of deference 
and dignity, ‘‘Damn your Excellency’s 
eyes.” Canning’s wife acted as peacemaker 
on this occasion, and Chief and subordinate 
were friends ever afterward. 

The revollections which the book con- 
tains of Gistinguished. persons are few but 
good. When the subject_of this memoir 
was a boy of Eton George III. once honored 
him with a passing word. The King asked 
him what part of the school he was in, and, 
upon his replying in the sixth form, said: 
“A mutch greater man than can 
ever make you.” On one occasion 
Nelson came to. the school with all 
his wounds and honors, and having Lady 
Hamilton upon his arnt. And there 1s a 
new story of Byron. When Canning was at 
Constantinople Byron and Hobhouse came 
there. Canning had seen Byron before 
when they were boys at an Iston and Har- 
row cricket match, when the two_ boys 
played in their respective elevens, and Can- 
ning had not forgotten the impression made 
upon him by Byron’s appearance in his flan- 
nel jacket with the bat over his shoulder. 
The story is told as follows by Canning: 
‘On the oceasion of these audiences oe the 
Sultan’s palace] an incident took place so 
amazingly characteristic of our noble bard 
that I cannot forbear to record it. We had 
assembled for the first of them in the hall 
of ourso-called palace when Lord Byron ar- 
rived in scarlet regimentals topped by a 
profusely feathered cocked hat, and coming 
up to me asked what his place, as a peer of 
the realm, was to be in the procession. I 
referred him to Mr. Adair, who had not yet 
left his room, and the upshot of their pri- 
vate interview was that as the Ttirks ig- 
nored all but officials, any amateur, though 
a *, must be content to follow 

wake of. the Embassy. 
His lordship thereupon walked away 
with that look of scornful indignation 
which so well became his fine, imperious 
features. Next day the Ambassador, hav- 
ing consulted the Austrian Internuncio and 
received a confirmation of his own opinion, 
wrote to apprise Lord Byron. The reply 
gave assurance of the fullest satisfaction, 
and ended with a declaration that the illus- 
trious penitent would, if permitted, attend 
the next audience in his Excellency’s train, 
and humbly follow his ox, or his ass, or any- 
thing that was his. In due time he re- 
deemed his pledge by joining the procession 
asasimple individual, and delighted those 
who were nearest to_him by his woll-bred 
cheerfulness and good-humored wif. | 

‘The portion of these volumes most inter- 
esting to Americans will be the aceount of 
Canning’s three years’ sojourn in this 
country as Minister. He came out charged 
with the special task of pleasing people and 
doing what might be done to make Ameri- 
cans forget the then recent difticulties. 
Canning does not seem to have been 
quite the man fitted for a  pacifi- 
cator. It was: natural to him, and 
his experience had rather strengthened 


| the original bent to carry things with 


a high hand; but he seems to have done 
pretty wellin America. How very keen the 
hostile susceptibilities of Americans then 
were may be judged from thé remark of 
John Quincy Adams, then Secretary of 
State. Adams said to Canning one day: 
“Sir, it took us of late several years 
to go to war with you for the redress 
of our grievances; renew these  sub- 
jects of complaint, and it will not 
take usas many weeks to produce the same 
effect.” The Adamises have all beeti a war- 
like generation. ‘he above remark of John 
Quincy Adams reminds us of the prégnant 
sentence in his son’s letter to Lord John 
Russell during the eivil war, whieh put a 
stop to: the building of privateers, ‘‘My 
Lord, this means war.” It is amusing 
to compare the opinions which these 
two eminent men have left on record 
of each other. They were each somewhat 
of the character of the man who said that 
he never had been on a jury in his life with- 
out eneountering elevel unreasonable men. 
Canning’s opinion of Adams was that ‘‘ he 
was more commanding than attractive 
in personal appearance, much above 
par in seneral ability, but having the air 
of a scholar rather than a statesman, a 
vety uneven temper, a disposition at 
times well meaning, a manner somewhat too 
often domineering, and an ambition caus- 
ing unsteadiness in his political career.” 
He remarks that Adams had a trick when 
he was with him on some point of difference 
between the two ee of leaving 
open the door inte the room occupied by his 
Secretaries, and giving them a high opinion 
of: his national spifit by somé expression 
which he (Canning) could not allow to pass 
without # cofrespotiding comment. ‘This 
charactérization was written when Can- 
ning was 93 yéars of age, and shows us 
wonderful old man he must have 
een. 

Adams’s opinion of Canning is thus re- 
corded in his memoirs. “‘He is a proud, 
high-tempered Englishman, with a disposi- 
tion to be overbearing, which I have often 
been compelled to check inits own way. He 
is, of all the foreign Ministers with whom I 
have had occasion to treat, theman who bas 
most tried my temper. * * * He has a 
great respect tor his word, and there is 
nothing talse about him. * * * Mr. Can- 
ning is 4 inan of fotms, studious of courtesy, 
and tenacious of private morals. As a diplo- 
matic man his great want is suppleness, and 
his great virtue is sincerity.” Mr. Lane- 
Poole remarks that this judgment for an op- 
ponent is singularly just and clear-sighted. 

Canning has also left on record his opinion 
of many other distinguished Americans of 
that time. It may shock the reader to tind 
how very free he makes with certain illns- 
trious names. He has avery poor opinion 
of Jetterson, who, he says, ‘“‘helped mate- 
rially to introduce that loose tone which 
dittered so much from his illustrious prede- 
cessor’s example.” He considered his béar- 
ing to have been that of a political oox- 
comb, and presumed that as he was not 
able to surpass his competitors by genuire 
merit, he sought to got the better of them 
by popular manners and revolutionary 
principles, 


and who is said to have been as pleasant a 
fellow as his name and motto would 


indica Canning refers to tho story 
of Jefferson’s receiving this: envoy in 
his dressing gown, seated on a sofa 
and catching aslipper after tossing it ip on 
_ the pojnt of his foot. Of Johu Randolph of 
Roanoke he remarks, as might have been 
expected, that he was the most singular of 
the persons of his acquaintaneé. As an 
instance of his contempt for formalities, he 
says that on one occasion, when he had in- 
vited him to dinner, he camé in boots 
splashed with mud, as it happened to rain 
at the time: He tells a story that is new to 
usof{ Randolph’s making a speech which 
occupied three whole consecutive mornings 
of debate, and of his revere ig try the third 
with & wet towel around his head. The 
following characteristic of John Randolph 
is mentioned: “When | first knew him ho 
had never been in England, bit he re- 
membered what le had read of its coun- 
try seats with such perfect accuracy that 
he could talk of them as if he had been on 
the spot and noted every part of them,” 
Canning often attended the debates in 
Congress, and refers to the echo in the old 
House of Representatives which made it 
diffleult to -hear any speaker at a distance. 
The custom of hoisting a flag on the dome 
of the Capitol during the sittings of the 
houses saved him the trouble of walking up 
and down Pennsylvanhia-avente to no pur- 
Ose; 
° Canning has some stories to tell at the ex- 
pense of Washington society of hisday. A 
member of the Cabinet and his wife were 
once dining with his predecessor, Sir Charles 
Bagot. The wife of the Secretary put her 
arm into the salad bowl up to the elbow. 
Lady Bagot said rather quickly, * Wy dear 
Mrs. §., what can you, be doing?” -The re- 
nly was, ‘‘Only rollicking for an onion, my 
ady.” Heentertained at dinner all the 
members of Congress in succession during 
the session. In those days it was still the 
custom for the host to ask his guests to 
drink a glass of wine in the course of the 
diuner, Canning wished to encourage this 
point of sympathy, and, in order to pre- 
serve his head from éxcess, had a bottle of 
toast and water placed by his plate, which 
looked like sherry or madeira. He was de- 
tected in this device on one occasion, A 
gentleman sitting upon his tight helped 
himself te a glass of thé colored water, and 
Canning bad the luck of tiirning round to- 
,ward him at the very moment when he dis- 
covered his mistake. Wishing to discour- 
age as much as possible the impulsive and 
outspoken freedom of his American guests, 
he had a large basket of flowers, artificial or 
natural, aécording to the season, placed op- 
posite to his seat pt the table, and he de- 
voted himself to his immediate neighbors. 
This incident shows the simplicity of Wash- 
ington habits at that time. Yet Washing- 
ton was not quite « howling wilderness. 
Canning says that the accomphshment of 
chewing was not quite fatal to his carpets. 
| In this respect he was more fortunate than 
one of his successors, of whom we have 
heard, who said of the -Jate Senator 
Crittenden of Kentucky: “I have got on 
very well with him. When he first came to 
see me, he used to spit in the fireplace. But 
now that he knows and likes me better, he 
spits on the carpet.” The simple Washing- 
ton society appears to have afforded him 
some consolations. He saysin a letter: “I 
know two young ladies who can play ‘God 
save the King’ on the harp, and who do 
occasionally play it, on the condition pre- 
scribed by their papa, of playing ‘Yankee 
Doodle’ immediately afterward.” Canning 
records one incident in whith he does not to 
our notioi appear to adyantage, but witb- 
out the least suspicion of his not having dis- 
tinguished himself. A young lady gave him 
a flower, and one of his friends informed 
-him that this was the recognized form of 
betrothalin Washington. His Exeellency 
thereupon served a notice upon the young 
‘lady that he did not wish to marry her. 
Canning’s dignified and considerate be- 
havior left a good impression in Washing- 
ton. We think his manner would have 
Ween more sticcessful thah that of lis Rus- 
sian colleague, who, when introdiced to 
an American, by ‘way of making himself 
popular, would ask three questions: ‘Do 
you smoke?” ‘*Do you snuff?” “Do you 
chew?” Canning’s account of America 
shows him to have had the true English 
notion that he was superior to the people 
he met, whereas many of them were no 
doubt his equals or superiors, An inferior 
Englishman of the time. would certainly 
have thought this. It is, perhaps, a severe 
accusation to make against a manof so 
much real superiority, but we imagine there 
van be httle doubt of its truth,

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BOONOMY IN PUBLIO OFFIOE. 


WORK OF THE BUREAU OF ENGRAVING 
AND PRINTING DURING THE YEAR. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Mr. Edward O. 
Graves, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, in his anuntal-report says that the 
production of securities by the bureau during 
the past fiscal year exceeded that of any pre- 
eeding year in the history of the bureau, 
38,040,948 Bheets being printed, or 5,388,777 
more than in 1887. Of United States notes, 
gold and silver certificates, bonds and national 
bank notes, 10,649,548 sheéts, representing a 
face value of $461,495,280, were delivered. 
The appropriations for the support of tho 
bureau during the fiseal year were $964,030, 
but notwithstanding the unusually large 
amount of work done over $15,000 
was turned into the Treasury at 
the close of the year. A comparison ef the work 
done during the three years ended June 30, 
1885, with the siicceeding three years, Mr. 
Graves says, shows an increase in production 
of 5,694,336 sheets of securities and a decrease 
in cost of $540,802, the average cost per 1,000 
sheets being reduced from $33 21 to $26 75. 
These results, he says, have been accomplished 
not by any parsimony in the management of 
the bureau, but by the adoption of simpler 
methods of doing business, the discharge of 
superfluous employes, the abolition of un- 
necessary placés, and the exaction of greater 
diligence in the discharge of duty and of a 
higher standard of qualification. At the 
same time the quality of the work’ has been 
improvéd, better provision has been madafor 
the health and comfort of the ompiores new 
and improved machinery has been introdueed, 
and the quality of the materials maintained at 
tne highest standard. The employes have, as a 
rule, had more constant employment and better 
wages, while they have been free from the 
terror of arbitary dismissal. The reduction of 
expenses, he says, has been accomplished 
largely by the feduction of the number of em- 
ployes not directly engaged.in plate printing 
and by the introduction of additional steam- 
power plate printing presses. Of the use of 
steam presses the report says: 

“The quality of their work has steadily improved 
and it can now be said without qualitication that allo 
it is equal to that dene on the hand presses. Ali the 
backs of the new siiver certificates of the denomi-- 
nations of $1, $2, $5, and $10 have for many months 
beén printed on them. For evidence of the quality 
oftheir work it is ohly necessary to inspect the backs 
of these certiticates. In clearness, sharpness, and 
uniformity of impression, and all the qualities which 
tend to prevent successful counterfeiting, they are 
upto the highest standard. To substitute hand 
presses for these steam presses would iucrease the 
annual expenses of the bureau nearly $300,000, and 
would make it necessary to enlarge the building.” 

The first and most striking effect of the recent 
otder putting the bureau under the classified 
civil service, the report says, has been to put a 
stop to the importunity for employment, whieh 
had become an intolerable annoyance and a 
serious hindrance to the preper performance of 
the public business.

Their poets are prophets, their literature worthy 
of ascription te God Himself, and une of their 
childreh so exalted im the eyes of humanity that 
he is not only to them saint, seer, and prophet, 
but an incarnation of God Himself. The shrewd, 
rational progenitors of the race united the most 
contradictory qualities. Practical and ideal, 
commercial and prophetic, the originaters 
of a world’s commerce and the  found- 
ers of #- world’s religion, the race 
seems, in truth, a microcosm of mankind, a 
picture in miniature of the whole of humanity. 
We have sailed in safety trom the Jordan to 
the Thames, from the Euphrates tothe hud- 
son, in an anclent ark -of safety. It has been 
battered by storm and billow, is uncouth and 
weather worn, and its very antiquity may pre- 
voke the smiles of the ignorant and vulgar. If 
there is any misfortune in béing « Jew itisin 
the minds of those thin-skinned brethren whose 
ark is laughed at by the imbecility of the 
populace.”

HOW TO H#HLP PRISONERS. 


PREVENTION OF CRIME BETTER THAN 
ITS PUNISHMENT. 

Prisoners’ Sunday was observed appro- 
priately in Calvary Baptist Chureh in West 
Fifty-seventh-street yesterday morning, the 
whole service partaking of the spirit of the 
occasion. The interesting feature of it was the 
sermon by the Pastor, the Rev. Robert 8. Mac- 
Arthur, on the sin and punishment of Achan. 
“« All Israel stoned him with stones,” was his 
text, 

Dr. MacArthur described. Achan’s sin, detec- 
tion, and punishment, and argued that ne man’s 
sins affected himself alone. Just as the whole 
army was involved by Achan’s transgression, 
60a whole family of innocenis is involved by 


easinful man now. The minister commended 
very heartily the holding of Prisoners’ Sunday, 
The sighing ef the prisoner should be heard and 
every influence be brought to bear upon him to 
secure areformation. Many men were born in 
an atmosphere surcharged with crime. Their 
homes were almost at the gates ef perdition. 
For such mento struggle upward to lives of 
honesty would be almost a miracle, 

The saddest thing was that punishment sel- 
dom reforms. Boys were matriculated into 
prisons comparatively innocent, and they were 
graduated ready for the most abominable 
crimes. Seldom were prisonera repentant of 
their crimes. In a conversation in the Tombs 
Prison with more than a dozen prisoners, three. 
of whom had since been hanged, Dr, Mac- 
Arthur did not find one who had a godly sorrow 
tor his sins as such, and their minds were occu- 
piea for the most part. with the means they 
were using to secure their liberty. They con- 
ong themselves martyrs rather than erim- 

nals, 

Dr. MacArthursald there were three practical 
lessons which the day ought to teach. “The 
first lesson,” said he, “is the-duty of saving the 
young from temptation and the ponsequences 
of crime; the secend is the importance of mak- 
ing well-dipected efforts to produce conviction 
and true régeneration in the hearts of the pris- 
oners themselves, and the third lessonis the 


duty of supporting homes like that in East.

The real challenger of Christianity is not 
science, which is not armed for any con- 
flict with a historic religion, but literary ocrit- 
iciam, which rides boldly up to the shield ef eo- 
clesiasticism and rings the bell with the thrust 
of itsspear. Elsmere’s critical studies satisfy 
him that the records of original Christianity are 
not the documents which they had been assumed 
to be in the traditional theory concerning them. 
The traditional church could not stand when 
the traditional Bible was withdrawn. An in- 
fallible church cannot rest on fallible doou- 
ments. He discovers that criticism, while dis-. 
iptegrating his traditional Christianity, has not 
touched the religion which lay deep beneath it, 
tlewing up into it from the profoundest springs of 
the human spirit,making it greenin the Summer 
days of old. He losesa religion and recovers 
religion. Elsmere, pushing the conclusions of 
criticism remorselessly, without the philosophic 
vision in the critic’s eye, saw the traditional 
Christ of the church disappear behind nim. But 
he saw by his side, on the other side of the 
Slough of Despond, the form of the man of 

Vazareth, and with a giad surprise he atarted to 
find that, though he had lost the Christ in whom 
he had once believed, he had saved a Christ in 
whom he could still believe with joy unspeak- 
able. 

“Could the divinely human Jesus bea seen 
once more as he wasseen 18 centuries ago, before 
the mist ef legend and the giamour of theology 
gathered round him; couid the spell of that 
life be again laid upon man ae in the first fresh 
day of Christianity, we might at last see the

THE OHAMPION OHEST. 


BELONGING TO JAMES WILSON, A NORTH 
COUNTRY IRISHMAN. 

Brooklyn has a phenomenon just at pres- 
ent who is interesting a number of physicians. 
James Wilson is a north country Irishman and 
he has a power of expanding his chest to a 
degree that has never been recorded in any 
medical work and which is believed never to 
have been equaled. He is 45.years old, and 
Friday night demonstrated at a private exhi- 
bition, which several physicians attended, that 
he could expand his chest 16 inches -and had in 


addition an extraordinary muscular develop- 
mentin the lower limbs, Wilson proved the 
genuineness of his power by taking a trunk 
strap an inch wide and one-sixth of. an inch 
thick and after buckling it about his body 
directly below his armpits inhaled air and burst 
the heavy leather with almost as much case as 
though it had been cotton twine, It was under 
this test that his chest expansion reached a 
measurement of 16 inches. 

Wilson 1s only 5 feet 10 inches in height, and 
when in bis normal condition gives evidence of 
being a person of ordinary girth. His figure is 
that of an athlete, however, though not one to 
arouse any comment. The extraordinary foat 
of Wilson may be appreciated when it is known 
that the average power to expand the lungs in- 
creases the measurement of the chest by about 
Sinchés. Some notable athletes have secured 
&® Measurement of 5 inches, and one or two in- 
cidents in medical history are given where the 
expansion has equaled 8 inches. Beyond this, 
however, no record is made. At the examina- 
tion Friday night, Dr. A. W. Ford, one of 
Brooklyn's police surgeons, was present. He 
has made a special study of the heart and lungs, 
and consequently was deeply interested in Wi!- 
son’s exhibitien. Dr. Ford examined the man 
while performing some of his feats, and found 
that though the beating of the heart had been 
nopmal ut the beginning of his attempt to burst 
thé strap, it decreased in power and increased 
in rapidity as he made greater effurts until the 
pulsations of the organ were almost impercepti- 
ble. Wilson .became very Yed in the faee and 
——— signs of imminent apoplexy. Two 
minutes after he had burst the strap, which 
under a test had withstood a strain of 1,504 
pounds, his heart beat nermally, 

Another exhibition which Wilson gave of his 
great strength was te sit upon achair and hold 
out his legs at right angles to his boay. Dr. 
Ford, weighing 170 pounds, stood upon the un- 
supported legs, and he was held up without any 
difiiculty; ani then. another gentleman weigh- 
iug 238 pounds stood pen them with the same 
result, ilson declares that his power is the 
result of gradual development. hen quite & 
jad he became interested in the tricks of a con- 
ortionist near Edinburgh, Scotland, and noticed 

is great girth of chest. Wilson got into the 
habit of expanding his chest at every possible 
opportunity, merely for his own amusentent, 
until he discovered his ability to do it was be- 
coming abnormal. He is temperate and docs 
net smoke,

It is unfortunate for Sheriff GRaNT that 
he should have exposed himself to such a 
correction and rebuke as Gen. NEWTON ad- 
ministers to him in the letter which we pub- 
lish this morning.

A dispatch published this morning ind1- 
cates that.the journey has been made in 
vain. Of the 2,000,000 bonds issued on the 
lottery plan with the sanction of the Gov- 
ernment only 800,000 were sold.

DE LESSEPs began his stumping tour his 


proposition was that each -of the 600,000 
persons who hold canal securities of some 
kind should agree to take two of the unsold 
bonds, even if they shouid be compelled to 
borrow the money required. The agrec- 
ments were to be canceled if the entire 
number of unsold bonds shouid not be 
eovered by them. But although 
300 local committees have been aiding him, 
all hope of carrying out this plan has been 
given up, and the company makes official 
announcement that the conditional sub- 
scriptions will be taken evenif only 200,- 
000 of the 1,200,000 bonds shall be cov- 
ered. At the same time the subscription 
price: of the bonds has been reduced by 
10f. Apparently the people have at last 
discovered that they can buy on the Paris 
Beurse at amuch larger reduction bonds 
of the same ‘issue that have been sold by 
original sabscribers. The old President of 
the company is urging the swindled rustics

and small tradesmen to lend him only one- | 





tenth of the sum for which the original ap- 
peal was made. But if 200,000 more bonds 
should be taken the money thus procured 
would serve to postpone only for a short 
time the inevitable collapse of the com- 
pany. 














The anxiety expressed in some quarters 
as to whether young-Emperor WILLIAM 
could be provided with enough peaceful 
occupation after his return to Berlin was 
obviously premature, since there was the 
coronation yet to think of. ‘This cere- 
mony, it is now said, may very likely be 
tixed for Jan. 18, as that will be the au- 
niversary of the crowning of . Emperor 
WiLi1AM I. at Versailles. This would be 
a telicitous selection, presumably gratify- 
ing to the present monarch, who looks up 
to the ways of his grandsire, and certainly 
pleasing to the German people, from its 
reminder of an event in which they take 
a just pride. That coronation of 1871, typ- 


ical alike of the union of Germany and 


of a military prowess which could fix the 
scene of the ceremony in the heart of a 
conquered enemy’s country, was one of the 
dramatic pictures of our time which the 
coming coronation, with all its attendant 
splendors, can hardly match. It is fort- 
unate for the peace of Europe that WILL- 
IAM II. is quite content to be crowned 
peacefully at home, instead of seeking first 
another Versailles in which to perform the 
ceremony. 








A few weeks since a géntleman, who has 


since accepted an entirely hopeless nomina- - 


tion from the Republican Party, returning 
from an extensive tour of business through 
the Northwest, reported to a Democratic 
friend: “If you could have six months 
more I believe you would carry five of the 
Northwestern States.” We have had only 
about a month, but we shall in proportion 
to the time allowed justify his prediction. 








Here is one of the reasons why Mr. WILI- 
IAM J. Coombs, revenue-reform candidate 
for Congress in the Third District, favors 
and does not fear a reduction of the tariff. 
Describing the export trade in which he is 
engaged, he says: ‘*We began with hard- 
ware, afterward added furniture, houwse- 
keeping goods, dry goods, jewelry, 
and wagons, canned provisions, 
petroleum, lamps, glassware, plated ware,

agriculturalimplements, and, in fact, almost 
everything made in this country, with the 
exception of woolen goods, copper goods, 
anchors and chains, anda few other arti- 
cles of which the raw materials proved too 
large a part of the cost.” ‘‘Goods which 
require the most labor and skill in their 
production are the most easily sold in com- 
petition with European goods.” A lower 
tariff means cheaper raw material, a wider 
market, and a better demand for labor. 








The latest tidings from Samoa show that 
the uprising of the people against the rule 
of TAMASESE and of his chief adviser, 
BRANDEIS, continues to be successful. The 
noteworthy point in the news is that the 
English had two vessels at Apia, the Calliope 
and Lizard, under Admiral Farrrax, while 
our war vessel, the Adams, under Com- 
mander R. P. LEARY, was also still there. 
The Adams is ordered to be at San Francisco 
next month, but since the Nipsic, Com- 
mander D. W. MULLAN, left Callao several 
weeks ago to relieve the Adams, and doubt- 
less has already done so, there will be no 
interval without the presence of an Ameri- 
can vessel at Samoa. This is quite different 
from the state of affairs which existed 
when the German squadron took occasion 
to dethrone MALIEToA, as then, if we 
remember rightly, no English or American 
vessels were in the harbor. In the present 
instance, while both the British and the 
American officers are under very restrictive 
instructions, yet their presence will prob- 
ably encourage the natives to hope for fair 
play and non-interference. 








A PRACTICAL VIEW. 

We gave yesterday morning, in adispatch 
from Elmira, in this State, an interview 
with Mr. J. J. BARNEY, a lime merchant 
doing an extensive business in that city. 
In this interview Mr. BARNEY explained 
why he, a Republican of the old guard, 
should support Mr. CLEVELAND as the rep- 
resentative of the tariff policy of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. Hisstatement was so clear, 
complete, and rational that we bring some 
of the points of itagain to the attention 
of our readers. Mr. BARNEY was ‘‘very 
strongly a Republican on the question of 
the attitude of the country toward slavery, 
but that has all been settled, and does not 
claim attention any longer.” He believes 
“the interests of the general public will be 
advanced by the triumph of President 
CLEVELAND’s policy; at least,’ he says, 
“T want to see the policy tried. I think 
the time has been when protection—I will 
not say such high protection, but sufficient 
protection—has been for the interests of 
the country. It seems tome that with every 
decade through which we pass the condi- 
tions change. We are getting to be a 
grown-up Nation and produce more than 
weuse. We wantamarket outside of our 
country, and Iam particularly in favor of 
the removal of tbe tax on raw materials. 1 
would go even further than the Mills bill.” 

“T am a Republican still, but Iam em- 
phatically of the belief that the Republican 
Party has gone wrong on the tariff ques- 
tion,” and this he thinks is due to the 
influence of Mr. BLaIneE and his im- 
mediate followers who are subservient 
to the large manufacturing interests 
and Trusts that have been reaping 
exorbitant rewards. He notes the com- 
plaint of manufacturers, many of them 
protectionists, as to overproduction. That 
is due to the lack of a market outside our 
own country and to the influx of foreign 
laborers. The influence of high protective 
taxes is to “‘overstock themarket both with 
laborers and with goods, which, owing to 
the tariff, we can’t sell outside our own 
bounds.” ‘They say protection has re- 
duced the price of goods by reason of the 
competition it hag evolved. Well, if we 
can make these goods cheaper with the 
tariff we can certainly make them just as 
cheaply or more so with free raw material.” 
He is not concerned about ‘‘ pauper wages,” 
and thinks a judicious reduétion of duties, 
by widening the market for zoods, wuuld 





increase the demand for labor and benefit 
rather than injure the laborers. Under 
protection in this country, whatever may be 


the relative prosperity of working people. 


in other countries, he is convinced, from his 
own observation and study, that property* 
tends to gather in fewer hands than for- 
merly. There are fewer small farms and 
more large landowners. Mr. BARNEY says: 

“One of the potential causes is the tagiff. [know 
from observation that property is coming into 
fewer and fewer hands. Instead of being divid- 
ed itis being consolidated. This is nota sign 
of prosperity. Let a farmer run in debt for one- 
half tke purchase price of the farm, and in nine 
cases out of ten he will be unable to pay the bal- 
ance, and the farm will eventually go back to 
the man from whom he purchased it, with all 
the improvements he has placed uponit. It is 
not because he is idle or profligate, but because 
there is something in the conditions which has 
not given him a fair chance.” . 


This is a plain and practical statement. 
Mr. BARNEY is quite justified in his belief 
that “if all intelligent Republicans fol- 
lowed their convictions on this question 
tariff reform wouid be carried like wild- 
tire.” Heis equally justified in the declara- 
tion that ‘‘ the utterances of the great lead- 
ers of the party for years back have been 
for tariff reform,” and he is right when he 
avows that he ‘stands with them.” He 
represents a large class ‘who areas loyal 
now as they ever were to the principles once 
held by the Republican Party, who have at- 
tested their loyalty by steadfast and un- 
selfish service when those principles needed 
support, but who, now that those principles 
either are triumphant or have been aban- 
doned by the party, refuse to follow the 
new leaders in a new policy which they be- 
lieve to be also a bad policy. As a class. 
these men are not conspicuous in public; 
they are not among the noisy Republicans 
and have never been; now and then someof 
them, like Mr. BARNEY, feel impelled to 
make a plain statement of their position, 
but the position of all of them is settled, 
and they will quietly sustain it at the polls 
next week. 








MR. MORTON AND THE SALT TRUST. 

The Zribune published on Friday a letter 
in which an occasional correspondent dis- 
coursed about the English Salt Trust, and 
suggested that if the tariff duty on salt 
should be removed, ‘* the Salt Ring here 
could at ‘once combine with the British 
Trust and control the markets of the 
world.” ‘This recalls Mr. BLAINe’s vivid 
picture, in his, speech at Goshen, of the 
English Salt Trust and the Michigan Salt 
Association rushing into each other’s arms, 
‘* all stockholders on the ground floor, and 
both united in an agreement to advance salt 
300 per cent. to the consumer in Great 
Britain and the United States.” It may be 
noted that the Maine statesman always 
speaks with the glib confidence of an ex- 
pert when his subject is “ground-floor” op- 
erations in stocks. 

We are curious to know why the Tribune 
does not go to the one person in this coun- 
try who must know all about the English 
Salt Trust and its intentions, and find out 
whether it really proposes to take in the 
salt makers of the United States. This per- 
sonis Mr. Levi P. MORTON, nominated by 
the Republicans for Vice-President, who, as 
the head of the firm of MorTon, RosE & 
Co., has become the financial agent and 
representative of this new English mo- 
nopoly, as is shown by the Trust’s pro- 
spectus and by a long advertisement pub- 
lished in the London Times of the 10th 
inst.. Mr. MorTON can tell all about it. 
He is not squeamish. Heisaman of busi- 
ness. Heis not making speeches against 
Trusts. 

And as for free trade in salt, about which 
Mr. BLAINE and the Jribune shows so much 
anxiety, have they forgotten that this same 
Mr. Levi P. Morton, now agent of the 
English Salt Trust, actually voted for free 
salt in Congress a few years ago? 

Mr. BLAINE had a talk with Mr. Morton 
at his hotel on Friday. We presume that 
the candidate assured him that the English 
salé monopolists were actuated only by 
philanthropic motives. Probably Mr. Mor- 
TON also urged him to “let up” on this 
‘private affair” for which he has become 
agent. In the evening Mr. BLAINE dined 
with Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE and compared. 
blunders. 





THE SCARE DOES NOT WORE. 

It has long been evident that the ‘*free- 
trade scare” upon which the Republicans 
relied down to the time their national plat-

dates is not working. The “cyclone of 
fear” for the destruction of American indus- 
tries that was looked for has failed to give 
asignof its coming. The workingmen of 
the country who were to be terrorized by 
the pretense that their wages and employ- 
ment were in danger have vindicated their 
reputation tor common sense. All manner of 
humbug howlsand tattered scarecrows have 
been brought into play to frighten them 
from their wits, but they have heard these 
lugubrious wails and seen these.jatched-up 
bogies before and they do not blauch. Pict- 
ures of the British flag decorating stale 
falsehoods and forged quotations and dis- 
torted tables of statistics have had no 
effect upon them, but they have been 
studying real facts, listening te genuine ar- 
guments, and thinking upon the true mean- 
ing of taxes that load them with burdens 


“while trusts and combinations fatten atthe 


expense of the people. 

. Republican Senators must have been con- 
vinced that the *‘ scare” plan of campaign 
was futile when they decided to kick over 
the national platform and make a feint of 
attacking the sacred tariff. It was a con- 
fession that the political barometer indi- 
cated no “cyclone of fear.” Since then the 
orators and organs have been all at sea. 
The arguments of July had to be discarded 
in September and the startling calculations 
of August became useless before October.

It showed thatit no longerrelied 
upon convincing the intelligent, but upon 
deluding and frightening the ignorant. To 
their surprise its leaders have found that 
they underestimated the common sense of 
the American people. Among the indica- 
tions that party managers and protected 
manufacturers tound out some weeks ago 
that they could not delnde or scare the 
workingmen into supporting the present 
outrageous tariff is their preparation for re- 
sorting to coercion and corruption. When 
Marr Quay, the Philadelphia ‘ boss,” was 
put at the head of the National Committee 
it was with a consciousness that there 
might be dirty work to be done. 
accustomed to it and had no scruples about 
the methods to be used in obtaining votes. 
Colonizing, false registration, repeating, 
and bribery were among the means long 
familiar to him in carrying elections in the 
City of Brotherly Love. 


‘What is the meaning of the secret appeals 
for money from rich capitalists and the 
quiet, but firm, extraction of “fat” from 
pretected manufacturers? The campaign 
is not one that involves heavy “legitimate 
expenses.” There are few meetings with 
bands and processions, gleaming torches, 
and glittering paraphernalia, and few 
speakers for whom heavy bills must be 
paid. The secret collection of funds raises 
the suspicion of corruption and the purchase 
of the poor men who cannot be fright- 
ened. But the American workingman is 
more honest and self-respecting, as well as 
more sensible, than these men imagine. 
Then we hear of threats to close mills and 
cut dewn wages if President CLEVELAND 
is re-elected. This is an attempt at intimi- 
dation and coercion where the effort to de- 
lude has failed. But men who cannot be 
frightened into believing that their bread 
and butter depends on taxes for the benefit 
of monopoly will hardly be convinced that 
itis going to be taken away out of sheer 
If they have the 
spirit which their conduct thus far leads us 
to expect, they will resent every attempt to 
coerce their political action, and will vin- 
dicate their right as freemen to vote for. 
themselves and not for their employers. 
The Republican canvass is reduced to des- 
perate expedients, but our confidence in the 
intelligence, the honesty, and the independ- 
ence of American citizens is unshaken. 











AN OBJECT LESSON FOR WORKING- 
MEN. 

Last Summer the statistician of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 16, Knights of Labor, 
made an interesting report concern- 
ing wages paid in the anthracite coal 
mines of Pennsylvania. It is true that 
there is no tariff tax on anthracite coal. 
The Government and the mine owners have 
discovered that it would be folly to place 
any more burdens upon fuel than are im- 
posed by the little ring of corperations 
which control the output of coal. The rela- 
tions of capital and labor in the mines, how- 
ever, have a bearing upon the tariff question. 

The great coal corporations are protection- 
ists. They are the owners of iron mines, of 
steel and iron mills, and of thousands of 
miles of railroads. They are representatives 
of and leaders in the party of protection. 
They were among the first to undertake to 
solve the labor problem by importing foreign 
pauper workingmen from the slums of 
Europe. They manage their wage earners 
and fix their stipends on the principles 
which govern in the protected bituminous 


- regions, in’ the iron mines, and in the mills 


andfurnaces. Their dealiags with the labor- 
ers are especially interesting because they 
have been appealed to as illustrating the 
gentle, kindly charity with which the pro- 
tected Pennsylvanian treats his working- 
men. 

In view of all this let us examine the 
figures of the statistician, and it is well to 
say at the outset that their accuracy will 


He was: 
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be vouched for by every honest and well-— 


informed observer of the labor problem of 
Pennsylvania. The maximum average 
wages of miners range from $1 92 to $2 70 
perday. This is apparently very excellent 
pay, although it is not so much as is re- 
ceived by some skilled mechanics in the un- 
protected industries which are not nearly 
so hazardous as the underground occupa- 
tion of a coal minér. Moreover, it furnishes 
an excellent illustration of a common de- 
ceit practiced by protectionists in stating 
the wages paid to American workingmen. 
In the first place, there is a good deal of 
time to be deducted from the working days 
of the year before the miner’s annual in- 
come can be determined. There are also 
the fines imposed upon him and the ex- 
penses which he must pay for carrying on 
his trade to be considered... The miner’s 
time is paid for during the running of the 
breakers, for the basis of his compensation 
1s the number of carloads of coal that he 
sends to the surface. When the breakers 
are idle, however, the miner is probably at 
work putting up ‘‘ props” or clearing away 
débris in order that hiswork may go on un- 
interruptedly when the breakers start up. 
If there isa certain percentage of dirt or 
rock mixed. with the coal the miner is 
** docked,” or fined, and there is a general 
complaint that the fines are not honestly 
The dockage in the anthracite 
region ranges from 3 to 7 per cent., or from 
6 to 14 cents on a day’s wages. ; 
The statistician does not include the 
company or “pluck me” store beyond men- 
tioning the fact, in speaking of. certain 
mines, thatit is carried on. He mentions 
particularly the charge made by the com- 
panies and individual operators to the 
miners for powder and for “ prop cutting.” 
The company stores and the charge for 
‘*prop cutting” are both forbidden by the 
laws of Pennsylvania, but the men who pro- 
fess to have the interests of the wage 
earners at heart have many ways of evad- 
ing the statutes.which are enacted in the 
interest of labor. During the year covered 
by the report one mine sold to its miners 
for $197,181 powder that cést the corpora- 
tion only $111,736. Another corporation 











sold powder to its operatives for $122,118 
that cost it $52,918. The same company 
charged its miners for the year 1886, in vio- 
lation of law, $5,208 for ‘‘ prop cutting.” 
Other companies sold powder to their miners 
at quite as large a profit as those which 
have been already mentioned. 

The result of the year’s business was that 
the highest average pay of the miners in 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna coal mines 
was $464. From this must be deducted 
dockags averaging 5 per cent., making the 
total annual income of the miner $441, or 
$1 2laday. This is not very generous pay 
for work so dangerous as that carried on in 
the coal mines, and yet it is the compensa- 
tion given by the men who now pretend to 
be defending the tariff tax because it in- 
creases the wages of the American working- 
man, During the year the coal companies 
have been putting up the price of their 
product, and yet nothing has been heard of 
an increase of miners’ wages. 

The report throws a strong light upon the 


pretensions of the protectionists. The mines 


are operated without regard to the welfare 
and comfort of those who work in them. 
The laws for the safety of the human beings 
who are employed in them are broken, and 
eyery device that can lower their earnings 
is resorted to. Labor is bought where it is 
sold the cheapest. The companies have 
filled the region with 30 to 50 per cent. 
more miners than are needed. Labor 18 part 
of the material of the mine owners and 
manufacturers. It is oppressed and cheap- 
ened wherever it is possible for the em- 
ployer to gain an advantage, and the expe- 
riences of the anthracite coal miners of 
Pennsylvania ‘is an admirable object lesson 
for all workingmen in protected industries. 








RUSSIAN PETROLEUM. 

In the Revue des Deux Mondes dated Oct. 
1, M. pe TCHIHATCHEF, whom it would 
probably be safe to take for a Russian, has 
a striking article on the sudden rise of Rus- 
sia as a competitor of the United States in 
the production of kerosene. Some abate- 
ment may properly be made from his confi- 
dent predictions on account of the uncon- 
cealed partisan bias with which he writes, 
and his figures leave somethiug to be de- 
sired on the score of entire self-consistency 
and recentness, but what he has to say is 
nevertheless well worth the attention of 
our oil producers. 

He makes it evident, in the first place, 
that the only rival of the United States at 
present in sightis Russia. Following a late 
French estimate of the world’s production 
of petroleum, putting the total at 100,- 
000,000 hectoliters, it appears that the 
United States furnish 64,000,000, Russia 
25,000,000, and all other countries only 
11,000,000. Intact, while deposits of oil 
have been found in many parts of the 
earth—as in Burmah, China, Persia, Egypt, 
New-Zealand, and most of the European 
countries—their extent is so limited and 
difficulty of operation so great that the 
race has narrowed down to the two con- 
testants named. 

The principal oil fields of Russia are 
found within a limited territory. . The 
famous weils are almost all situated in 
the peninsula of Aspheron, which runs out 
into the Caspian Sea at & point not far from 
the southern Russian boundary.’ Baku is 
the port whence shipments are made. Min- 
eral off was known in this region in very 
ancient times. The soil giving off carburet- 
ed hydrogen, the origin of the ‘sacred 
fires” of the Persian fire worshippers, who 
used to go on pilgriniages to this locality, is 
easily understood. At Sarachane, a temple 
of the Magi stood till it was destroyed 
by the Emperor HERACLITUS. The deposits 
of oil are of: great extent and excellent 
quality. CHARLES MARVIN, formerly cor- 
respondent of the London Post, said that 
the soilis “‘ perfectly saturated with petro- 
leum, to an.extent of which even the most 
successful Pennsylvanians can have no con- 
ception and which can only be compared to 
a sponge dipped in water,” 

The great natural advantages of the 
Baku field are the compact territory to be 


worked, the small depth of the wells, and. 


their great steadiness of flow. The whole 
area worked does not exceed 1,100 square 
miles: Set this over against the area esti- 
mated for the United States—571,240 
square miles—and thé richness of the Rus- 
sian wells, which produce at least one-third 
as much.as those of the United States, will 
be at once perceived. The depth of the 
wells runs from 120 to 540 feet. One 
famous well is but 33 feet deep, yet out of 
it the oil jets up to the height of 246 feet. 
M. DE TCHIHATCHEF asserts also that the 
average flow in the Baku region is 88,000 
pounds per day, as against 25,300 in the 
United States. 

'The chief drawbacks encountered by those 
who have worked the Baku oil fields have 
been lack of transportation, absence of fuel, 
and want of cheap packages. A railroad 
built across to Batoum, on the Black Sea, 
opened two maritime routes to Europe and 
-met the first difficulty ; cars and vessels con- 
structed to carry crude oil met the last, and 
enabled the refineries to be built in the in- 
terior of the empire wherever fuel might 
be cheapest. Mr. MARVIN thinks that it is 
perfectly certain, since the completion of 
the Batoum railroad, that Russian oil will 


displace American in the European markets, , 


and even says that it will be possible for 
the Russian product to compete for the 
markets of the United States. M. DE TcHI- 
HATCHEF points out a probable demand in 
the near future for petroleum to serve as 
fuel on the great lines of railway com- 
pleted and still building in Asia. He sums 
up the case, asmade up by him, with the 
words: “It must be admitted that the 
enormous advantages which Russia pos- 
sesses over the United States must neces- 
sarily lead one day to a complete victory 
over her present powerful rival.” 

This rosy view would doubtless be modi- 
fied if the author were as familiar with the 
power and methods of the Standard Oil 
Trust as Americans. Hewould havelearned 
something of the enormous capital invested 
here, laying the finest mechanical talent 
under tribute to perfect processes of produc- 
tion and transportation, and earning divi- 


to fight domestic or foreign competitors. 
Above all, he would have been led to sus- 
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ously begin to cut into the markets and 
profits of the Standard Oil Trust they 
might be subject to the kind of manipula- 
tion which induces American producers to 
go out of business, Rumors of such steps 
being already contemplated have been 
afloat, and may be heard more of in the 
future.

In Pennsylvania, it has 
long been his habit to strike his final blow on 
the Sunday before election. It was on the Sun- 
day before election in Philadelphia, a few years 
agu, that he devised letters to the newly-nat- 
uralized Democratic voters warning them that 
their tax receipts (the payment of a tax being a 
necessary preliminary to voting in Philadel- 
phia) were wrong and that they must net vote. 
Tnese letters falsely purported to be signed by 
the District ttorney,and were sent through the 
Post Office in the Jast mail of the Monday night 
before election. Several thousand Democratic 
voters were kept away frem the poles by this 
audacious device. 

The National Democratic Committee is 
looking for a strike of similar audacity here, 
and 1t desires] that all Democrats will be ready 
for it. 

Lastevening, by a plieee of luck, ene ef the 
results of the Sunday’s conference between 
Senator Quay and essrs. Wanamaker and 
Dolan came to the knowledge of one of the 
members of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee. The resence of 200 Pinkerton 
detectives in this city has been frequently 
noticed in THe Times during the last 12 days.

Every means will be taken by the Democratic 
managers to see that no innocent persons are 
wronged, but they will cerdially co-operate with 
Senator Quay or with anybody else in punishing 
law breakers,

COL. PULSIFER’S DEATH. 


HIS TROUBLES DESCRIBED BY HIS OLD 
PASTOR. 

NEWTONVILLE, Mass., Oct. 28.—A largely- 
attended memorial meeting to the late Col. R. M. 
Pulsifer was held here to-night. at which a 
lenethy aceount of his life and death was given 
by the Rev. John Worcester, his Pastor. Among 
other things, Mr. Worcester said: 

“When 8 yeass old he suifered for abouta 
year with adisturbance in the head, which oc- 
oasionally caused partial paralysis. lt was only 
81x months ago that he realized that his affairs 
were so seriously invelved that he must address 
himself with all his powers to adjust them. 
This he began to do without delay; but he had 


gone so far that his credit was »sadiy impaired. 
Time could no longer be had to turn to gvod ad- 
Vautaxe his already large but unwieldy invest- 
ments. Some he _ sacrificed and some he 
pledged. His uniinished onterprises he pressed 
toward a conclusion with all possible speed. 
But together with this awakening came another 
—as to the faithlessness of the meu he bad 
trusted, and the folly which he himself had dis- 
played in his relations-to them. 

“His mortification at his own blindness and its 
disastreus consequences was intense. He was 
ashamed of his over-confidence in his abilities 
and in his judgment of men. He hated the 
prominent position which he had occupied, 
which had been a snare to him and had exposed 
him to the plundering of men who were more 
selfish than he. He longed to be freed from all 
his present circumstances, to save a fraction of 
the business, to be modestly usefulinit, and 
to be able to enjoy in peace his family and his 
tried and true friends, His property. as 
he estimated it, would cover all his labili- 
ties, and still leave a moderate amount for 
his family. His resolution was taken—and pur- 
sued unfiinchingly to the enad—to spend his 
strength to the very last in bringing this to 
pass. But already in the Summer bis strength 
wae failing under the intensity of his effhrts, 
although his courage and resolution concealed 
the fact from all put bis nearest friends. Habit- 
ually he was a good sleeper, but this relief was 
failing him. He began to be too tired to sleep. 
He never took any drug to induce sleep, but 
when in the later hours of the nignt it came, he 
slept the deep sieepof utter exnaustion, and 
looked to his anxious wife us if he were dying. 

On Monday, the 15th, he left the dinner -table 
looking very pale and saying that his head felt 
80 Btrangely that he must lie down. His head 
was cold and he was almost pulseless. He re- 
marked that if such astate should continue he 
could do nothing and must give his son a full 
power of attorney, which he was not able to do 
that night, but expected to do the next day. 
Through two days he struggled on and went 
home Wednesday night too tired to eat or sleep, 
his head too much exhausted for any effort. A 
eup of tea and cracker were his only dinner and 
supper. Aftera sleepless night he rose early, 
and without his customary cup of coffee he 
left for his jast day’s business. A cup of tea at 

P. M. is all he is known to have taken. He 
had said last Spring that as soon as his son be- 
came of age he should make a new will, appoint- 
ing him one of the executors. Hehad spoken of 
it to his legal friend. His son was 21 only six 
days before. Consequently the will was made 
that afternoon. He wrote a note to his wife an- 
neuncing his intention of going to Islington, 
taking an opiate, and getting a solid night’s rest. 
He said: “If I come home I fear you will be 
worried, while I feel sure ail I need is a solid 
night's sleep.” ; 

He knew himself that his strength was almost 
gone, and thatit might held eut buta few days 
more. A physician might forbia further atten- 
tion to business. He teok the 9 o’clock train for 
Islington. He had prepared the papers for his 
next day’s journey. At bis country home he 
prepared for a night of restinacold house by 
putting on a light ulster. There he slept the 
same deep sleep of exhaustion that he had been 
sleeping of late at home, only now more 
profeund, more prolonged. The room was 
cold, which doubtless diminished his nearly ex- 
hausted vitality. Slowly it ebbed away, and 


gradually his heavy and increasingly obstructed 


breathiug ceased. This is tho interpretation of 
the appearanee of the body by the examining 
physician, and it would be the interpretation by 
any fair minded, intelligent observer famiiiar 
with death.

PAINTER FEYEN-PERRIN’S DEATH.

Another Parisian painter, M. feyen-Per- 
rin, has just died. He was bornin the Meurthe- 
et-Moselie, and was 59 years old, his death 
having probably been hastened by his unlucky 
financial speculations. He was best known by 
his coast and fishing boat studies, and excelled 
in depicting the pretty oyster girls of Cancale. 
His “Return from Oyster Fishing” is inthe 
Luxembourg Gallery. Among his other works 
are ‘‘ The Vanneuse,” “The Wreck of the Even- 
ing Star,” “* The Canealaises,” *‘ Lx» Parisienne,’ 
and several portraits of celebriiies. The 
painter died in his house in the Boulevard 
Clichy, where his professional studio was situ- 
ated. When wealthy he buiit a big town house 
inthe Boulevard Berthier, but was unable to 
keep it up after his difficulties came. Hestrove 
manfully to clear off bis debts, but tbe struggle 
Killed him. His ending was sad after a life de- 
voted to art. 





A RIOT AT A CROSSING. 

CuicaGo, Ill., Oct. 28.—A riot in which 
35 railroad men were involved oecurred last 
night at the Air Line bridge in Sixteenth-street. 
A Burlington locomotive had the right of way. 
on a switch, but it was disputed by the crew on 
the locomotive of another road. The dispute 
lasted some time, and seven.

THE TAMMANY TRIUMVIRATE. 


POLICY OF THE ORGANIZATION 
DETERMINED BY MR. STOKES, 
COCKERILL, AND MR. CROKER. 

While the organs of Tammany Hall have 
been full of sensational accounts of defections 
frem the County Democracy by reason of the 
candidature of Mayor Hewitt everything has 
been carefully concealed about serious defec- 
tions from the ranks of Tammany, accomplished 
and about to be accomplished. Nevertheless 
the three men who really control Tammany 
are seriously alarmed at the causes of the de- 
fection, and are about to do what they can to 
eounteractit. They will find it bard work to 
do this,for the reason that the great cause Is the 
three men themselves, or, to be quite accurate, 
the control of one of them by the other two. 

These three men are Edward §. Stokes, Col. 
John A. Cockerill of the New-York Wor/d, and 
Richard Croker. The history of their friend- 
ship 1s a curiosity of politics and a unique epl- 
sode in the career of Tammany Hall, for it is the 
first time that that organization has been con- 
trolled by two men who are not members of the 
Committee of Twenty-four. John Kelly never 
would havo tolerated such athing fora moment, 
No person outside of Tammany Hall ever had 
any influence in its councils during his rule, and 
he would have resented any attempt of thekind 
angrily and decisively. 

Tbe master mind of the triumvirate is Ed- 
ward 8. Stokes, Fifteen years ago no one could 
possibly have expocted that he would ever be- 
come one of the controlling factors in New- 
York politics. How he has managed to reach 
this position is of great interest to this commu- 


nity. After the enlargement of the Hoffman 
House and the establishment of the new bar, 
with its tamous:art treasures, that hotel became 
an attraetive place of public men. Hubert O. 
Thompson was living at the Worth House, an 
annex of the Hoffman. He was on terms of per- 
sonal intimacy with Stokes. It was through 
Thompson’s advocacy that the Hoffman House 
was first settled on as the headquarters for the 
National and State Democratic Committees. The 
Cleveland campaign of 1884 brought the house 
@ great custom and made it a centre of po- 
litical activity. Stokes became acquinted with 
all the prominent Demvecrats in the country 
and intimate with most of the local leaders. As 
a representative sporting man he was first so- 
lected as the stakeholder for the large betting 
operations of which the Hoffinan House became 
the centre. From host and stakeholder he de- 
veloped into adviser and counselor of the poli- 
ticiaus. During Thempson’s life his leaning 
was toward the County Democracy. The 
County Demoeraey and Gov. Hill, however, 
parted company as early as 1885, and Gov. Hill 
made the Hoffman House his New-York home. 
He and Stokes became extremely intimate, and 
he saw his first regatta in Stokes’s yacht on July 
4, 1887. Since then Stokes has been the Gov- 
ernor’s local watchman in New-York. During 
the past Winter thero sprang up between Stokes 
and Croker a Warm intimacy. It was a matter 
of almost daily occurrence during the Spring te 
see them together in the saddle in Central 
Park. 

There existed an equally warm friendship be- 
tween Stokes aud Col. Cockerill. Stokes has 
throughout been the ohief bond between Hill 
and Cockerill. and it is largely due to his efforts 
that the New-York World has abandoned its op- 
position to boss government and become the 
warm advocate of Gov. Hill’s anda Richard 
Croker’s policy. - Itis not an infrequent thing to 
seo Stokes, Cockerill and Croker in conference 
at the Hoffman House bar, and during the 
present campaign Croker and Stekes dine to- 
gether with great regularity. Prior to the St. 
Louis Convention Croker had declared himself 
as opposed to Gov. Hill’s renomination; but it 
is a matter of common notoriety among Tam- 
Inany Hall men and politicians generally that 
he was converted by the joint efforts of ex- 
Mayor Murphy of Troy and his friend Stokes. 

Stokes's influence extends beyend the Hoff- 
man House, which has become a sort of polit- 
ileal exchange. He has new been running a 
second magnificent bar opposite the Produce 
Exchange, in Beaver-street, forthree or four 
years, aud he bas, during the past few months, 
opened a third of those “artistic” places in the 
Consolidated Exchange Building. From these 
three centres he is now organiziug that part of 
public opinion with which he comes in contact 
for thesupport of Tammany Hall. Stokes was 
at Tammany Hall when the Committee of 
Twevty-four agreed upon Grant's nomination, 

‘and upon returning to the Hoffman 
House expressed great satisfaction with 
the result. The betting strength of Granvs 
campaign all radiates from this centre. The 
friendship between Stekes, Cockerill and 
Croker was firmly cemented during the Sum- 
mer at Saybrook, Conn., where Stokes 
has another hotel, at which Croker spent much 
of his time, It has been.their custom during the 
warm spell to travel backward and forward, 
whenever practicable, in Stokes’s yacht», One of 
their places of meetingin the city is at Duriand’s 
Riding Academy, opposite the Eighth-averue 
entrance to Central Park. About two weeks 
ago & well-known Man was surprised to en- 
counter Stokes, Cockertll ana Croker, John D. 
Crimmins and sever#) other Tammany politi- 
clans, who had come there for a quiet rendez- 
Vous, 

Within Tammany Hall itself thereis a streng 
ground-swell of discontent because of the influ- 
ence which Stokes and Cockerill exercise ever 
Croker. In the Thirteenth District a prominent 
tradesman, a life-long Tammany Hall man, 
recently deserted that organization with bis 
whole following, giving as a reason that he 
knew if Mr. Kelly was alive he would discoun- 
tenanee Stokes’s intrusion inte the councils of 
the party; that’the record of Stokes and Cock- 
erill did not commend itself to him as a quailifi- 
cation for political leadership; thattheir advice 
should be shunned. This feeling is now being 
Toore or less openly expressed throughout the 
city. At first the relations botween the persons 
at present in control ef Tammany were kept as 
secret as practicable, but of late all efforts at 
seerecy have been discontinued, and the proprie- 
tor of the Hoffman House is now known to the 
entire political community which circies around 
that pivot to be the man who is supplying a 
policy to Mr. Croker. Croker leads Tammany 
Hall. Stokes and Cockerill lead Croker.

HONESTY IN OFFICE. 


HOW MAYOR HEWITT SHOOK UP THE 
¥ DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 

Among the violent abuses of the munici- 
pal administration which confronted Mayor 
Hewitt when he came into office nearly two 
years azo, and which have been corrected as 
far as it isin the power of the Mayor to correct 
them, was the, permanest disposal of a large 
number ef criminal “informations” by simply ad- 
mitting the offenders to bail. These were mainly 
Cases against saloon keepers for violations of 
the excise laws, but there were also many 
against the keepers of notorious dives for giv- 
ing their peculiar entertainments without the 
Mayor’s license. Over 5,000 such cases had ac- 
cumulated. District Attorney Martine had 
been in office two years and had made a spas- 
modie effort to obtain an increase of facilities so 
that the constantiy-increasing accumulations 
might be disposed of. 

On Feb. 8, 1887, Acting Mayor Beekman 
wrote to District Attorney Martine stating that 
the subject had fer weeks engaged the closest 
and most anxious attention of Mayor Hewitt, 
who was determined to exervise every power he 
possessed te bring :bouta speedy and satis- 
factory solution of the difficulty. 5 

It was auother illustration that where there is 
a will there isa way. What District Attorney 
Martine had been trying todo fortwo years 
with no success Mayor Hewitt accowplished 
within a week, although the Mayor's actual 
official power was Jess io this matter than that 
et the District Attorney: The new court was 
held under the proclamation of Mayor Hewitt, 
as required by law, dated Feb. 25, and in the 
two succeeding months 462 cases were disposed 
of andina single day $4,750in fines was col- 
lected. District Atterney Martine, in respond- 
ing to a request fora report, although striving 
to acquit himself ef the imputation of indiffer- 
ence in the matter, wrote to the Mayor May 11: 
“I desire to return you my hearty thanks for 
the active interest you have takenin the new 
branch of the court, especially for your official 
aid in providing temporary accommodation for 
holding court.” ‘his temporary accommoda- 
tion consisted merely in obtaining the consent 
of the Judges of the Common Pleas Court to the 
occupancy of one of their rooms. x 

But while, under the Mayor’s compulsion, the 
District Atterney was doing good work in dis- 
posies of old indictments, that officer had al- 
owed thousands of offenders to go unwhipped 
of justies by neglecting to present their cases to 
the Grana Jury. The Mayvur wrete him on Sept. 
16, 1887, that he would be obliged for a state- 
mens of bail cases pending in the District At- 
torney’s office which had not been transmitted 
to the Grand Jury for consideration. This letter 
the District Attorney answered Nov, 11, show- 
ing that in 1885, after Nev, 11, there were 226 
bail cases that had not been presented to the 
Grand Jury; that in 1886 there were 2,364, and 
in 1487, up to the date of his letter, 2,308, mak- 
ing a total for the last two years of 4,898. The 
list included some tifty felonies, which he prom- 
ised to bring before the next Grand Jury. 

This answer aroused tne ire of Mayur Hewitt 
to such a pitch that he proceeded to write Mr. 
Martine a ietter which can bardly be esteemed 
as an indorsemout of his administration of the 
District Atterneyship. It was_as follows: 

*“*On the 16th of September last I addressed you a 
letter requesting that you would furnish me with a 
statement showing the nuinber of bail cases pend- 
ing in your office which had not been transmitted 
to the Grand Jury tor consideration. On the llth 


of November, after the election, I am furnished @ 


with a statement showing that the total number of 
such Cases which have occurred within two years 
from that date amount to4,8¥938. It was not neces- 
sary for you to make any statement «tf the number 
of bail cases for misdemeanors which had arisen 
prior to the 11th of November, 1485, because chap- 
ter 412 of the laws of the last Legislature pro- 
vides that an indictiwent for a misdemeanor must 
be tound within two years after its commis- 
sion. It would have been desirabie to know how 
many cases for felony were pending in your office 
for a veriod of five years preceding the llth of 
November, 1387,and I now request such a statement, 
because the actin question limits indictments for 
felonies to a period of tive years succeeding the com- 
missien of the alleged crime. You will agree with 
ne that the accumulation within two years of nearly 
5,000 cases in which bail has been given, and which 
have not yét been submitted to the Grand Jury, is 
au evilof the greatest maguitade. So far as these 
cases existed prior totwovears the giving of bail 
has ameupted to immunity to punishment for crime. 
There is nutbing to indicate that the cases now. 
pending will ever lead to punishment, for as time 
goes by these cases are brought within the opera- 
tions of the Statute of Limitations above quoted, 
“It is impossible to exaggerate the evil conse- 
quences of such a state ot things. Itis iale for the 
police, maintained at a great cost, to make arrests 


‘tor oifenses which are never submitted to the Grand 


Jury. It may be very properly alleged by the police 
authorities that the failure to punish crime dis- 
cuurages them in the discharge of their duties. 
Vice 1s thus emboldened to flaunt itself, as it has 
been doing,in the face ot the pablic, and all attempts 
to shut up places of evil resort are practically nulli- 
tied by the failure of your department to deal with 
these cases as required by law. Iam aware that 
the number is so large as to make it impossible tor 
the Grand Jury as now organized andin the time 
which it gives toits work to dispose in any single 
month of a tithe of the cases which ought to be 
brought before it,’ Kither we shotld have 
a larger number of Grand Juries in session at the 
same time, or the existing Grand Jury should givo 
more time to the work which by law is confided to 
it. Your great experience oughtte enable you to 
inake some practical suggestions ter the cure of this 
evil, which 1s sapping the very foundations of so- 
ciety in this city. LI invite to it your careful atten- 
lion, and I request that you will make such 
recommendations in the matter as your reflections 
and yeur experience may have discovered. I do net 
think that you can rendera greater service to this 
city, befere you take your seat upon the Criminal 
Bench, to which you have veen elevated by the prac- 
a. unanimous vote of your fellow-citizens, 
than by framing some measure of legislation which 
will effectually. dispose of the dangerous condition 
in which the criminal business of this city now 
finds itself, and I respectfully request you to under- 
take this task.” 


This letter brought forth no response,’ unless 
the reoent declaration of Mr. Martine that he 
could not support Mr. Hewitt’s candidacy for 
re-election may be intended as his reply to the 
Mayor’s burning castigation. Perbaps also he 
was consoled by the refiection that he had 
played a smart game in “praetical politics; for 
the thousands of offenders whose cases bad been 
outlawed becuuse the District Attorney had not 
laid them before the Grand Jury could have no 
other feelings toward him than sentiments of 
gratitude and kindly consideration. Their num- 
ber was actually over 15,000, and these make 
quite a phalanx on election day. They are net 
now supporting Mayor Hewitt. Neither are 
the hundreds that were brought to trialin the 
new part of the General Sessions that Mayor 
Hewitt provided fur the District Attorney.

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HAYIVS LAST REVOLUTION, 


THE TROUBLE CAUSED BY THE ELEC- 
TION OF THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Among the 
bright young men who have just been enrolled 
as new students at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania is Sabourim Hally, a Haytian, and a son 
of Bishop J.T. Hatly of that republic. The 
recent revolution in his country, the exile and 
death of Salomon, long its President, and the 
election of a new President on Oct. 17, and 
the politicai turbulency of the island 
are all familiar subjeets to him, and 
have made him an authority on the 
interesting subject. Mr. Hally, in speaking of 
the new President of Hayti, Francois Légitime, 
said yesterday that he isin many respects the 
late President Salomon’s counterpart, being of 
& massive build, mere than six feet high, with 
coal-black, clean-shaven face, and eyes as sharp 
as an eagie’s. Heis 48 years old and a politi- 
ciurx by profession, having served for many 
yeurs as Senator and Minister of Agriculture 
and Education. 

It was said in the cablegram sent to Mr. 
Preston, the Haytian Minister at Washincton, 
last Monday, announcing the election of the 
new President, that Cape Hayti, Gonaries, and 
St. Mare have already revolted against the 
Government, and that their ports have been 
closed to foreign cemmerce, and that a naval 
force is before those perts to enforce the de- 
cree of the Government against all vessels 
endeavoring to evade it. This news is con- 
sidered by Haytians of most serious char- 
acter. They fear a war there of almost disas- 
trous extermination. Mr. Hally added: “I fina 
that the epinion prevails here that there are 
two opposing parties in Hayti, composed of 
blacks on the one side and mulattoes on the 3 
other. This is amistaken idea. There are two 
opposing parties, just as there are in every 
country, but @ man’s cowplexion does not de- 
termine his fealty, to the one party or the 
other, That question was droppsd many 
years aga, and now the division is 
almost entirely between the North and the 
South, as to which shall have control ot the 
Government: The Port au Prince people have 
had the Presidency for abeut 20 years, and the 
North, being unable to overcome the majorities 
of the Seuth, has grown restless and desire to 
gain by arms what it cannot secure with the 
ballot. 

“ Haytiis one of the favored spots on the 
globe, and with pruper cenditions it would bs 
the richest country ef its size in the world. The 
people can live too easy there, for with an exer- 
tion which would searcely amount to play in 
this country the earth is made to bring forth 
an abundance and life goes smoothly, except 
when there is a rebellion, and then 
every one is astir. From one end of the 
island te the other the news flies. The 
companies fall into line, and asif by magic the 
regiments form and move toward the scene of 
conflict, made up of officers and men who but 
an hour before were scattered over the mount- 
ains and valleys grinding sugar cane or gather- 
ing rice. Everybody belongs: to some military 
organization, and peace is a vexation very bard 
to bear. 

“Itis a fact that voodoaism is practiced in 
Hayti, but it was done without human sacrifice, 
There is no cannibalism known on the island, 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
nothing of the kind has been provedjsince}1863.”

MRS. CORNELIUS DU BOIS. 

Mrs. Cornelius Du Bois, who died in this 
city on Saturday at the ripé age of 75 years, was 
born in England Nov. 6, 1813. Hor father, John 
Delafield, was a prominent banker, the older 
brother of the late Dr. Edward Delatield and 
Major-Gen. Richard Delafield, United States 
Army. -Coming to this country when 6 years 
old, she in 1832 was married to Cornelins Du 
Bojg, at that time a lawyer, but subsequently 
the senior member of the commission house of 
Dn Bois & Vandervoort. In 1854 Mrs. Du Bois 


had her attention attracted to the necessity for 
a@ nursery and child’s hospital in this city. Ina 
quiet, unobtrusive way, without any idea of the 
success that was to follow, she secured a small 
house on St. Mark’s-place for that purpose. 
With the contributions of a fewintimate friends 
she procured the services of nurses and opened 
what was then known as the Nursery for the 
Chiidren of Poor Women. 

Her rare executive ability and power for 
grasping intelligently the whole subject were 
early manifested. Gathering around her afew 
lady friends, whom she imbued with her own 
6pirit, she made the oaring for children ot poor 
women her study and aiminlife. Mrs, Du Bois 
pursued her mission with such accurate judg- 
ment und skill that, year after year, the work 
and scope of her noble charity was enlarged 
until now the result of her endeavors is seen: 
on Fifty-first-street and lLexington-arenue, 
where stands a cluster ef buildings that since 
their completion have sheltered over 34,000 
women and children from misery and death— 
the monument to the womanly sytmpathy, the 
clear intelloct and brilliant energy of the 
founder and first Directress of the Nursery and 
Child’s Hospital. 

In the latter years of her lifo she was @ con- 
firmed invalid, unable to move abéut alone, but 
her mind and spirit retained their brilliancy to 
the end and her’ helpless condition suggested 
and developed the idea of sending trained 
nurses among the afflicted poor. Quite recently 
she organized what is known as the ‘Dn Bois 
Fund,” by which trained and experienced nurses 
are sent to those who are not able to pay for 
nurses themselves. 

Mrs. Du Bois left five children: Jobn Delatield 
Dn Bois of Charleston, West Va., Eugene and 
Cornelius Du Bois of this city, and Mrs. Nicoll 
Floyd and Mrs. John G. Floyd of Long Island.

TopeKA, Kan., Oct. 28.—The annual re- 
port of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Company was filed yesterday with the Railroad 
Commissioners, being the first fiuancial state- 
ment made by the company since Jan. 1. It 
gives the total earnings of the road for the year 
ending June 30 as $16,544,392 75, while the 
total expeuses for the same period were 
$20,061,592 SG. ‘the earnings were derived 
from the following sources: Freight, $10,538,- 
46167; passenger, $489,611 14; mail, $405,- 
744 O06; express, $355,895 41; telegraph, 
$968,789 69; rents, $375,104 91. 

The expenses during the year were: Total ex- 
penses, (exclusive of construction, equipment, 
real estate, and right of way.) $10,140,429 69; 
taxes, $585,417 26; rentals, $1,509,300 50; 
interest (on the lands of the Atchison, Tepeka 
and Santa F6,) $2,057,820 01; dividends, 
$4,777,939 75; other expenses, $990,685 65;

|. THE APPLE MARKET. 


FARMERS COMBINING TO PROTECT THEM- 
SELVES. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 28.—There is open 
war between the apple producers and the buy- 
ers here and the feeling is general all over the 
State. The present ruling prices in the market 
do not give the farmers or producers any profit 
and they blame the middle men, commission 
men, and shippers. ‘‘There is no money in 
apples at $1 a barrel, and if these fellows had 
not flooded the foreign and domestic market 
with windfalls and the first pickings of apples 
we conld have arising market jnstead of the 
present low prices,” said a farmer. 

The Niagara County Farmers’ Club, composed 
of 600 representative farmers and fruit growers 
of this and other counties, met here yesterday 
and occupied all of the afternoon in the discus- 
sion of the present low price of apples, All the 
fruit-producing counties of the State were rep- 
resented. The discussion waxed quite warm. 
The buyers from the East and West present 
were James Tourtellotte of J. H. Preston & Co. 
and A. H. Preston of Preston & Brown, all ef 
Providence, R. 1.; J. & W. Bell of Montreal; W. 
H. Parsons & Cv. of Trenton, N. J.; F. P. Newell 
ot Oshkosh, Wis.; D. Henning of Chicago, Celser 
Brothers & Co. of Philadelphia, and others. 
Resolutions were offered denouncing the trust 
and cliques of apple buyers whe so manipulate 
the market to the detriment of the farmers and 
ferce them to sell at such prices, and they were 
unanimously passed. The committee asserted 
that the supply was not too large for the de- 
mand, provided the crop could be properly put 
before the market. Tho trust, 1b was stated, 
cut both ways, robbing the producer in the pur- 
chase and the consumer in the sale. It was 
urged that the law of supply and demand, 
coupled with a healthy competition, would re- 
suit in fair prices and work no injustice to the 
consumer. 

As a means of checking the apple buying 
clique the convention passei a resolution 
authorizing a committee to form a New-York 
State fruit growers’ unicn and that celd store- 
houses for the keeping of fruit be builtin the 
fruit-growing sections to keep such fruit until 
the market ean give a figure which will pay the 
farmer to sell. Tis union will be kept posted 
by communications with fruit-growing sections 
of this country and foreign countries to the ex- 
tent of the crep and its quality. 

The accien of the club is but the beginning of 
an understood action all over the country. It 
created no little ripple of excitement among 
the buyers, and telegrams have been numerous 
to other sections advising regarding this move- 
ment. The trouble is the farmers do not trust 
the buyers in any move. They will not believe 
that the forsign market has been overstocked 
and that prices there are way off. On the otker 
hand, the buyers say the farmer spends all 
Summer and Winter, too, studying upto defraud 
the curbstone brokers in the Fall. 

The action of the club and the cablegram re- 
ports from Glasgow and Liverpool, show- 
ing a rising market, gave fruit a little lift. 
Baldwins brought from $1 10 to $1 20and some 
excellent Greenirgs sold for $1 50. The prices 
quoted in Liverpool yesterday were: Baldwins, 
$2 90 to $3 40; Greenings and Northern Spies, 
trom $2 70 to $3 15. 

Farmers want $1 50 for Baldwins and will 
store or build frost-proof buildings to keep 
their fruit until it commands hotter prices.

SOLD. 


A STATEN ISLAND HOTEL WHICH COM- 
MODORE VANDERBILT ERECTED. 

Standing near the Kill von Kull, Port 
Richmond,3taten Island, is the Steamboat Hotel, 
which was on Thursday last soid under a fore- 
closure of mortgage. The hotel, which was 
buiit by Commodors Vanderbilt just 50 years 
ago and remains about as it was originally, is 60 
feet iong, two stories high, with an old-fash- 
ioned curved pitch roof, and a stocp which ex- 
tends the entire length of the building, and is 
shielded by a spacious covered ambulatory, sup- 
ported by large celumns. This, in years gone 
by, was a favorite resort for old-timers. The bar 
and luneh counter arein one end of the hotel, 
and. spacious sitting rooms take up the entire 
front. 

The first landlord was Oliver P. Martin, who 
was fvllowed at different times by William 
burger, “‘Unele”’ John Bennett, ex-Police Ser- 
geant of thiscity; ‘* Pop” Wolff, and Mrs. Worretl, 
the present occupant. Mrs. Jane Gresley, 
daugnter of Mr. Burger, # rormer proprietor, 
Was the owner of the property up to the time of 
The eld steamboats Water Witch and 
Cinderella used to stop at the dock in front of 
the house on their trips te and from Elizabeth- 
port and New-York, as did also the regular 
Staten Island ferryboats, up te the time of the 
inauguration of the rapid transit sytsem. 

When the hotel was in its prime, on cold Win- 
ter evenings there was a notabie cathering of 
Richmond County citizens, sitting around the 
large red-hot stove, who passed away the time by 
narrating sev yarns and comical stories, which 
were frequently interspersed with “old Med- 
ford ram hot punenes.” Ameng them were 
Capts, Jacob Vanderbilt, Jacob Van Pelt, Al 
Sharrett, Charlie McLean, Daniel Simonson, 
Ansley Bedel!, Chris © Jones. Garrett P. Wright, 
Henry Miller, John J. Houseman, and Messrs. 
Charies Haughwurt, Talbot Butler, David L. De 
Puy, Harmon Spier, James Larkin, Jacob Hat- 
field, and Jonn H. Van Clief. Many of the above 
have long since passed away. 

The old Continental Hotel, now known as the 
8t. James, which is noted on account of Aaron 
Burr having died within ite walls, is within a 
stone’s throw of the Steamboat Hotel.

All citizens of this State entitled to vote for mem- 
bers of Assembly in their respective districts shall 
be ontitled to vote on the adoption of the proposed 
anieniment during the day of election in the sev- 
eral clection districts in ae they reside.

- "WASHINGTON’S HARD LUCK 


ANOTHER POSIPONEMENT OF 
RACES ORDERED. 

“WHAT HORSEMEN TALK ABOUT—THE 
AMERICAN JOCKEY CLUB—OWNEKRS, 
JOCKEYS, AND HORSES. 

This afternoon the racing at the Ivy City 
track under the auspicies of the National 
Jockey Club, which was interrupted by the 
rain of last week andthe muddy track was to 
‘have been resumed, to be continued throughout 
the week. Friday’s programme was to be taken 
up to-lay, with the Congress Stakes at a milo 
and an eighth as the feature. Last evening 
word came from Washington that the condition 
of the,track has necessitated the postponement of 
racing for another day. Whenever the track 
gets fit Friday’s programme will be run off, 
however. The following days will be devoted as 
rapidly as possible to deciding the fixtures if 
they ean be decided before election week. 
These include the Finaijity, a heavy weight 


handicap ata mile; the Capital Stakes, for 2-— 


year-olds, at three-fourths of ajmile, and the Po- 
tomac Stakes, for 3-year-olds, at a mile and & 
quarter. Most of the horse owners, bookmak- 
ers, and betting men who have been here since 
the enforced adjournment of the meeting last 
Friday left for Washington last eveniog before 
learning of thee adjournment to Tuesday. 
They are ina hurry to work off the last stages 
of the racing fever which possesses. them In the 
ex.itement of the betting ring. 


While here the racing men have found the 
ohief morsel of gossip in the probable outcome 
of the annual meeting of the American Jockey 
Club to be held in December. The future of the 
American Jockey Club is very much of a mys- 
tery to every one in and out of the club. When 


Mr. Hunter was made its President a revival 
of some of the old-time glories of the famous 
old Jerome Park was loooked forward to a5 a 
certainty. Instead, Mr. Hunter introduced a 

olicy at the Spriag meeting which resulted in 

nancial disaster—the loss ef some $30,000 - 
through the attempt to toist upon the public a 
system of betting that they did not like and 
that could not accommodate the erowd. Mr. A. 
J. Cassatt’s stable of hurses was virtually re- 
fused accommodation at the track, as was that 
of the Dwyer Brothers, though there was abun- 
dance of room for ail the steeplechasers and 
selling platera that applied for stabling. There 
Was an attempt to remedy ail these traubles 
when the Fall meeting came, but theugh the 
stakes and purses were good oues and the sta- 
bles filled with horses, the fields were both 
emall and poor. 

in * 

All this led to the hveliest sort of complaint 
from owners, bookmakers, the race-going pub- 
lic, and the people financially interested in 
the success of the track, fer the American 


Jeckey Club really have no financial -interest 
in the track. The Jerome Park Villa Site Com- 
pony own that and divide profits with the 

ockey. Club, if there are any, alter a meeting. 


/It is the interest of the Travers estate in the 


Villa Site Company that put Mr. Hunter at the 
head of the American Juckey Club and made 
Mr. Wheatley its presiding judge and handi- 
capper. Mr. Hunter's secial position was ex- 
pected to bring back Jerome Park's social splen- 
dor; Mr. Wheatly was relied upon to get owners 
to bring horses to the track. Thw experiment 
proved a dismal failure. Both have proved to 
be out of the swim of the racing of the present 
day. Yeta score or more of years ago. both 
were a power on the turf, 


Gossip now has it among the racing men that 
both will probably be asked to retire and allow 
ef the infusion of new life into the club and of 
newer and more progressive methods into its 
management. Owners complain that Mr. 
Wheatly’s cenditions for over-night events are 


of such a character, with their invoived and 
endless systems of penalties and allowances, as 
to drive # Philadelphia lawyer and all his as- 
sistunte to the verge of distractionin. trying to 
find out just what they mean. They want 
@ compact, concise statement of conditions, 
such as either Mr. Lawrence or Mr. McIntyre 
prepare, which can easily be understood. The 
American Jockey Club is understood to be try- 
ing to find a man who will please the owners in 
this direction. The club will also try and finda 
mnan with gvod executive abiliiy te succeed Mr, 
Hunter. The salary reputed to be paid should 
certainly enable the club to secure tne talent 
they are luoking for. But mosi of all they need 
@ competent man in the judge’s stand who is 
fearless, absolutely independent, and who will 
prevent any more such discra¢eful jobs as were 
carried out on the track last Fall. 
=z. 


That the jockey club will shake off the 
lethargy which bas overtaken it is certain for 
two reasens. First, because owners are very 
free to say that unless there is a radica) change 
they will not race under its management. Sec- 
ond, beeause itis generally believed that the 
Messrs. Merris, who have constructed the new 
track at Westchester, are ready to slipin and 
take the American Joekey Club’s time in the 
Eustern circuit next Spring unless the change 
in affairs which horse owners are demanding is 
made. The American Jockey Club’s next meet- 
ing may prove to be one of the liveliest the 
club has ever had in its history. 


Entries for the recently-announced double 
event of the Coney Island Jockey Club are to 
close on the 15th of next month. It is for 
2-year-olds, and the first haif of the race, at tive 
and a half furlongs, is tobe run on the first day 


of the June meeting, and the second half, at 
three-quarters of a mile, on the last day of the 
Bame meeting. The added money, $4,000, is 
sutticlently liberal te warrant the expectation 
of «a large entry of the yearlings who are now 
being tried to see of what kind of stuff they are 
made, The conditions are extremely liberal, 
with but $15 torfeit in cuse aun owner declares 
by April 15 next; $25 if the declaration is 
made a month later—thus giving owners 
alupie time to ascertain the real merits of their 
youngsters—and $50 subscription to remain in, 
with a privilege of starting in both races on 
payment of $50 additional. That should make 
a@ good rich stako, particularly if a colt is good 
enough to win beth events, as that would briug 
$1.000 additional to anowner. Theevent,though 
&@& novelty in this country, is a popular sort of 
stake in England, and will vrobably prove so 
here. 

There has been some speculation in racing 
circles as to how Scoggan & Bryant, owners of 
Proctor Knott, the winner of the first Futuricy, 
would fare in the collection of the forfeits due 
to the winner of that stake. These amounted to 
something over $10,000, and were quite a figure 


in the prospective actual value. A letier re- 
ceived in this city from Mr. Scoggan states that 
he has received from owners an unexpectedly 
prompt payment of ferfett money due, more 
than halr having already been voluntarily for- 
wardedto him. This fact will tend to materially 
enhance the popularity of the stake, as showing 
that parties who have made nominations con- 
sider it -one of 80 much importance that 
they must make good their forfeits in 1t, in order 
to be able to nominate future produce ter the 
richest prize of the racing world. An unpaid 
forfeit debars them from future entries for it, 
as well as from con petition in any races on any 
Eastern track. So Seoggan & Bryant feel ceér- 
tain teat before thetime for the Winter entries 
to stakes is reached, Jan. 1 next, they will have 
received a)l thé money due them. 


It is confidently expected that the nomination 
to the Futurity of 1891 will reach considerably 
ever 1,000, the number which was nearly 
reached inthe Futurity of 1890, the entries 
fer which will be disposed of in the yearling 
sales next Spring. The supplement te the first 


Futurity, the Realization Stakes, will be run 
next Spring. For the Realization of 1890 there 
have been made 78 foal and 88 yearling entries, 
which close the stakes. For the Realization 
of i8¥1, 89 foal entries have been made, the 
final closing fer yearlings occurring July 15 
next. The ether closed stakes of the Coney 
Island Jockey Club show 142 entries for the 
Foam Stakes of 1889; 147 for the Surf Stakes of 
1889; 98 for the Mermaid Stakes of 1890, and 
157 for the Tidal Stakes of 1890. 


Capt. 8 8S. Brewn’s recent purchase of year- 


lings from H. O. Bernard, known on the turf as 
“the little plunger,” include the following well- 
bred ones: Bay colt, by Longfellow-Insignia; 
bay colt, by Longfellow-Anne Boleyn; chestnut 
colt, by Ten Broeck-Lady Shelby; brown colt, 
by Longfellow-Rosemary; bay colt, by Pow- 
hatan-Lady Jane; bay colt, by Ten Broeck- 
Belie of Mantura; bay colt, by Léonatus-Martini; 
bay filly, by London-Margaret Haight; chestnut 
coit, by Springbok-Easter Planet; gray filly, by 
Springbok-Jenuie V. They will be taken to 
Mobile for trial with the rest of Capt. Brown's

THE DOCTVES DISAGREE. 


CAPT. JELLARD’Ss DEATH FROM YELLOW 


FEVER OR RHEUMATISM. 

When Capt. John Jellard of the steamer 
Cearense died at St. John’s Hospital, Brooklyn, 
Wednesday, it was asserted of yellow fever, 
Health Commissioner Griftin of that city tele- 
graphed to Health Officer Smith, giving the de- 
tails of the autopsy and demanding an explana- 
tion of how a vessel containing a case of yellow 
feyer so far advanced that the victim died two 
days later, had been allowed to pass Quaran- 
tine. Yesterday morning the following answer 
was received: 


Health Commissioner of Brooklyn: 

DEAR SIR: Your telegram ot yesterday came to 
my ollice during my absence. * * * ‘The steamer 
arrived a® Quarantine the morning of the:26th inst. 
from Pernambuco Sept. 27 and Para Oct. 11, with 
clean bills of healih trom the United States Consuls 
at those ports, thus making the steamer 11 days 
from the last port. There had been no sickness on 
board at the ports of departure on the voyage to this 
= except that on Oct. 19 the Captain became in- 

isposed with what he called, and I believed to be, 
rheumatism. But he was able to be about, and 
was on.the bridge and in the chart room the 
pose anor the steamer arrived in port. At the 
inspection by the Deputy Health Officer the 
Captain was sitting up in the cabin supporting one 
ef his hmbs, on account of the rheumatic inflam- 
mation of it The Captain had no fever, thirst, 
nausea, or other pain than that which he sutfered in 
the limb referred to. In fact, no symptoms except 
what are found in cases of subacute rheumatism, 
to which he was subject, as he averred, and the 
mate declared to have seen him have, were found. 

There have been no reports of yeliow tever from 
the ports at which the Cearense touched, and no 
sickness, even of & suspicious character, occurred 
duringsthe voyage to this port, although six days 
more than the very uniform period for the incuba- 
tion of yellow fever had elapsed after the last 
possible exposure at the port of departure, even 
snotty | it to have existed at Para, of which I 
repeat there is no evidence, Itis pot possible that 
the disease was communicated from infection exist- 
ing-in the vessel or cargo, since the crew of 30 men, 
though unacclimated, have none of them been sick 
since they handled the cargo, now more than 16 days 
ago. In consequence of the facts, I am constrained 
to believé that the Captain of the Cearense did not 
have yellow fever as very generally reported in the 
morning papers. Very respectinlly,

Commissioner Griffin said yesterday that he 
regarded Dr. Smith’s explanation as frivoleus, 
in view of the autopsy showing such unmis- 
takable evidenses ef yellow fever. Dr. Connery, 
who made the autepsy, has had many years’ 
experience in treating yellow fever, and he 
found convincing evidence of the disease in the 
organs of Capt. Jellard’s body. He made a spe- 
cial search for symptoms of rheumatism in the 
heart, but could find none.

Was a cousin of ex-Senator Bainbridge Wadleigh 
of that State. She was educated in the private 
seminaries of her native State. In 1856, when 
the, Twelfth-Street Advanced School for Girls 
was organized, despite the bitter oppo- 
Sition made to it from various sources, 
Miss Wadleigh was summoned from New- 
Hampshire to take cbarge of it. She 


made possibie the establishment of a free 
normal school for girla in face of the bitterest 
opposition of the times.

Her 
salary as Superintendent of the City Normal 
College was $2,400. She had seen 30 years of 
actual serviee in the public schools. Her age was 
70 years. In the early Summer Missa Wadicign 
sailed for Europe to take a short trip threugh 
England, Scotiand, and Wales. About Sept. 1 
she started from Antwerp for home. The voy- 
age to New-York was a vory rough one, 
during which Miss Wadleigh sufterea greatly 
from seasickness. It was thought she would 
soon revive when free from the motion of the 
yessel, but after reaching her niece’s homo sbe 
did not rally. Her final illness was cancer, 
from which she had not suffered before her at- 
tack of seasickness. Prayers willbe said at 177

MR. COOGAN DENOUNCED IN THE HOUSE 
OF HIS FRIENDS. 

While the Central Labor Union was in 
session yesterday a boy distributed copies ofa 
paper that contained an article denouncing 
James J. Coogan ag an enemy to working#fien, 
and whose agent had ruthlessly removed a lot 
of furniture from the house of a poor woman 
who had failed to pay the last installment on 
time on account of sickness or some other mis- 
fortune. The boy was stopped, but not before 
a great deal of excitement had been occasioned 
in the meeting. : 

Edward Finkelstone, who had been charged 
with having offered and given $25 to Henry 
Rice to break away from Coogan’s support, 


denounced the charge as a pure ‘fabrication. 
He offered an aflidavit from Henry Meisel of 
the Waiters’ Union, who Rice said had wit- 
nessed the giving of the bribe. Meisel stated 
that he had never seen Finukelstone offer any 
money to Rice to break away from Coogan, and 
that on Oct. 20 Rice told him that he wanted to 
make money out of Coogan. He turther said 
that Rice and Coegan had concocted the con- 
spiracy against Finkelstone, and that Rice 
asked Meisel to corroborate his statement 
against Finkelstene, and assured him that he 
would be liberally rewarded, 

The metal section asked the Central Labor 
Union to recognize the Patternmakers’ Union 
of New-York and vicinity as the proper union 
in that branch of the tron trade.. The request 
was granted. The Balfe and Gari Sahm Musical 
Clubs were restored:to membership in the Cen- 
tral Labor Union. Thefuruiture section moved 
that Delegate Finkelstone’s seat be declared 
vacant, but the Chairruled the motion eut of 
order. 

The Boyeott Committee reported its failure to 
make a satisfactory arraugement with the 
brewing firm of Stevenson & Ce., and the meet- 
ing thereupon authorized the Ale and Porter 
Brewers’ Protective Association to take such 
action in the matter as it might judge to be nec- 
essary. The building trades reported that the 
Apprentice Ptumbers’ and Journeymen Plumb- 
ers’ Unions had cengolidated under the name of 
the New-York Journeymeu Plumbers’ Union. 
An aunouncement was made that the brass- 
workers would form a National Distriet <As- 
sembly of the Knights of Labor at Military Hall 
on Oct. 30. . 





HOW TO REACH THR LITTLE ONES. 

A number of Sunday school teachers 
from various churches braved the shower last 
evening to listen to the Rev. Dr. A. LE. Dunning 
of Boston, Mass., tell how to teach. The Rev. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott introduced Dr. Dunning, 
who spoke in a conversational tone and seemed 
to interest his audience with the practical 
nature of his advice. He declared the first 
great wistake of all religious teachers was their 
inability to remember that children’s minds 
were not of the same compass as those of adults. 
They fergot thataenild should be invited to 
come to Christ as to a kind parent, a friend 
whose every counsel Is of love and forgiveness. 
The great power of Lue most successful religieus 
teachers oi children, he added, rested in their 
earnestness and their interest in the particular 
rule of life they were striving to Impart. 

In religious revivals, he thought, it was un- 
seemly to appeal to children as though they 
Were Nardened sinners and to expect as great 
agony to be shown by them as by hoary-headed’ 
sinners when converted, because such a thing 
was unnatural aud beyond reason. It wasn’t 
because a teacher could not descend to a child’s 
level that he failed, but because he failed to 
ascend from the sloughs and morasses of auult 
sin to the lofty heights and pure atmosphere of 
childish inneeenee. Dr. Dunning quoted at 
some length from the works of famous religious 
teachers of little ones. 


ARGUING FOR PROHIBITION. 

A larger audience than usual attended 
the regular Sunday afternoon meeting of the 
American Temperance Union yesterday, and 
after listeniag to a wWell-rendered musical pro- 
gramme heard a stirring prohibition address 
delivered by Mr. M. J. Fanning of Michigan. 
He expressed himself, to the delight of his hear- 
ers, a8 being firmly against all compromise and 


high-license restriction, and said that England 
had been under a restrictive liquor law since 
1285, but was only getting deeper in the 
clutches of the “demon driuk’ year by year 
through its provisions. Among the statistics 
he gave in showing how the beer traffic of the 





’ United States had increased since the opening 


of the first saloon, in 1840, was this: “The kegs 
containing lager beer drunk in the United States 
last year would, if placed end on end, makea 
column 27,000 miles high.” 

He said the argument advanced by tho high- 
license advocates, that the men who took ont 
these expensive licenses would aid the officers 
of the law in preventing the sale of liquors by 
unauthorized people, might with equal reason 
be taken up by the better class of burgiars, 
who, after being duly high licensed, would aid 
the law in pretecting tue people against sneak 
thieves. 

Mr. Fanning was followed by the Rev. George 
Brooks of England, who gave a short talk on 
the prohibition work in his country: He said 
the work was far better managed and carried 
eut here than abroad.

ILLEGAL REGISTRATION, 


FIVE MORE ARRESTS MADE AND TWO 
CULPRITS HELD. 

Arrests for illegal registration still con- 
tinue to be made, and it looks as if serious in- 
roads on that twenty-thousand-dollar ‘* honesty 
fund” would follow as a matter of course. Five 
prisoners were arraigued in the Jetferson 
Market Police Court yesterday morning 
charged with that offense. Sufiieient evidence 
was brought against two of the men to cause 
their being held for trial in default of $1,000 
bail, but the three others, who were colored men, 
were discharged, it being evident that their 


offense was committed through ignorance and 
with no intention of fraud. 

The cases of the two men that were held were 
particularly . flagrant. In that of Patrick J. 
Murphy, who gave as his place of residence the 
lodging house at 52 Soutb Fifth-avenue, Joseph 
E. Muhling, the Chairman of the Board of In- 
pay oe of the Seventeenth Election District of 
the Fifth Assembly District, testified that on 
Oct. 17 Murphy registered at the above polling 
piace as living ut 101 West Houston-street, and 
that he learned afterward: from Louis Walz, one 
of the inspectors of the Twenty-eighth Election 
District of the same Assembly district, that 
Murphy had also rezistered in that district and 
given his home as 52 South Fifth-avenue. At 
one place Murphy testitied that he was native 
born, and at the other showed naturalization 
papers. Murphy explained his aotion by saying 
that he Was drunk that day and did not know 
what he was about. 

The other case was that of Thomas F, Em- 
mert, who said he is a waiter by occupation and 
claimed to live on the first floor of 813 Green- 
wich-street when he registered, Oct. 17, at 619 
Hudson-street, the polling place of the Twenty- 
fifth Election District of the Ninth As- 
sembly District. James G, Demarest, a sash 
and blind maker, who lives at 813 Green- 
wich-street, was the witness against the prison- 
er, and testified that Oct. 15, the prisoner, who 
said he was homeless aud without money, went 
to his place and begged to be allowed to sleep 
there for a few nights. 

Demarest granted the request and Emmert 
staid there for six nights, afterward going to 
778 Greenwich-street tor lodgings. 





BOREAS’S. MILD DISSIPATION.
